NOTES OF THE EUROPEAN WAR. 


What is believed to be a record cruise at sea for a ’ 


submarine, is that credited to a German submarine in a 
wireless dispatch from Berlin on Dec. 14, 1916. The 
submarine, it is reported, has returned to its base after 


fifty-five days at sea, without entering harbor or receiv- 4 


ing outside assistance of any form. ‘The weather gen- 


erally was bad. 


Seventeen American muleteers have been killed and 
eleven of the crew of the British horse transport ship 
Russian, which was sunk by a submarine in the Mediter- 
ranean on Dec. 14, as announced by the British Ad- 
miralty. The transport was empty west bound, and the 
killed included the chief officer, the first officer and the 
second officer. The Russian left Newport News, Va., on 
Noy. 16 for Alexandria, Egypt, with 1,400 mules.- In her 
crew of muleteers were ninety-two Americans, of whom 
seventy were white and twenty-two negro. Her tonnage 
was 5,753. 

General Joffre handed over the command of the French 
armies of the north and northeast on Dec. 18 to Gen. 
Robert George Nivelle, recently appointed commander-in- 
chief of those armies. In a brief speech General Joffre 
congratulated General Nivelle upon his appointment. The 
principal officers of the Grand Headquarters Staff, who 
will remain at their posts until General Nivelle forms 
his own staff, likewise tendered their congratulations. 
General Nivelle replied, expressing admiration for the 
high military qualities of the victor of the Marn. whose 
selection as president of the Allied Military Cov. :cil he 
alluded to as a merited promotion. 

Two British torpedo-boat destroyers were sunk in a 
collision in the North Sea, on Dec. 21, during very bad 
weather. Six officers and forty-nine men were lost, as 
reorted by the British Admiralty. 

The Austrian Admiralty report on Dec. 26 that on the 
night of Dec. 22-23 four Austro-Hungarian destroyers 
made a raid in the Otranto Strait, and after an engage- 
ment sank two armed patrol boats. On their way back 


at least six hostile destroyers of the Indomito class - 3 


blocked their way. A violent combat with guns ensued. 
One hostile destroyer was set on fire and three others 
were hit several times at short range. The enemy’s sea 
forces, among which was one vessel of a more powerful 
and unknown type, were routed. One of our destroyers 
was hit twice in the funnel and another was hit in the 
superstructure. One man was killed. There were no 
wounded. The Indomito class consists of ten Italian 
destroyers 239 feet long, armed with one 4.7-inch gun and 
four twelve pounders. The official Italian account of 
this engagement said two French destroyers and one 
Italian patrol boat were damrged slightly. 

As to the destruction of merchant ships by Teutonic 
submarines, the German Admiralty, according to a wire- 
less despatch, on Dec. 30, issued a statement saying 
that: “During November, 138 hostile merchant ships of 
a total of 314,500 gross tons were lost through the 
war measures of the Central Powers. Of this tonnage 
244,500 tons was British. In addition, fifty-three neu- 
tral merchant ships of 94,000 gross tons were sunk 
for carrying contraband to enemies. The month’s total 
is thus 408,500 tons. Since the beginning of the war, 
through the war measures of the Central Powers 3,636,- 
500 hostile tonnage has been lost, of which 2,794,500 was 
British.” 

It has been demonstrated on several occasions that it 
is perfectly feasible for submarines to capture enemy’s 
merchant ships, and take them into port with valuable 
cargoes, instead of sinking them. The latest exploit of 
this kind is the capture of the Russian steamer Suchan, 
by a German submarine recently in the Arctic Ocean, 
east of Cape North, the northernmost point of Wurope. 
She was bound from the United States to Archangel 
with a valuable cargo of war material, and was taken 
into a German port, says an official announcement made 
on Dec. 30. The steamer was formerly the Hamburg- 
American liner Spezia, and had been confiscated by the 
Russians early in the war. The officers of the Russian 
ship were taken on board the submarine as prisoners and 
a German naval ‘officer, with a non-commissioned staff, 
having taken command of the steamer, she was sailed to 
a German port, accompanied by the submarine. 

The French Ministry of Marine on Dec. 31, 1916, 
announced that the French armored cruiser Gaulois was 
torpedoed in the Mediterranean Sea on Dec. 27, and 
sank in half an hour. Owing to the coolness of the 
crew and the arrival of patrol boats there were only four 
victims, two of whom were killed by the explosion. The 
Gaulois was of 11,260 tons, and carried 631 officers and 
men. She had extremely high upper works, and was a SiS- 
ter ship of the Charlemagne and St. Louis. She was com- 
pleted in 1899-and refitted in 1907. When sunk her 
armament was four 12-inch guns, ten 5.5-inch, eight 4- 
inch, twenty 3-pounders, and four submerged torpedo 
tubes. 
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THE GALVESTON HURRICANE CLAIMS. 
_For the second time since Newton D. Baker has been 
Secretary of War, he has called the attention of Congress 
to the matter of the losses suffered by officers and men 
of the U.S. Ammy, by civilian employees, and families 
and dependents of the Army officers and men in the 
hurricane at Galveston and Texas city, Texas, in August, 
1915. In October of that year and again in January, 
1916, former Secretary Garrison urged action in this 
matter. The record of official progress (save the mark) 
in this |] ivy loss to the Army and its dependents who 
were victims of the hurricane contains one other essen- 
tial, which is quite characteristic of our treatment of 
the Regular Army. This is the fact as Secretary Baker 
points out in his letter of Dec. 15, that “the auditor for 
the War Department has disallowed the few claims for 
loss in the hurricane that have been presented to him 
on the ground that the losses were due to a general 
calamity and that reimbursement was not, therefore, 
authorized under the general law for losses in the mili- 
tary Service Act of March 3, 1885 (23 Stat. L., 350).” 
As we stated in the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL for Dec. 
80, 1916, page 571, Secretary Baker has submitted a draft 
of a bill that has been drawn for the double purpose of 
making restitution to the Army and its dependents for 
these hurricane losses, and for taking care of the legal 
point raised by the auditor.- 

Secretary Baker expresses “the earnest hope that 
Congress will take favorable action” on this matter “at 
the present session,” but we have no information that 
any pressure has been exerted on that body through the 
House Committee on Military Affairs toward the end 
sought by Mr. Baker, who is speaking on behalf of all 
those in the Service, and those dependent on the Service 
who suffered grave losses through the hurricane. In the 
pressure of claims made on the government from all 
parts of the country and from all classes of its people 
it is inevitable that our senators and representatives 
should’ grow callous to such appeals. But there are 
times when they should not only listen with ready ears, 
but be quick to respond to particular appeals; and this 
matter of the Galveston hurricane losses is surely one 
of those cases calling for immediate relief, and not to 
the traditional procrastination of all legislative bodies 
toward individuals or institutions that have no political 
Power, 

This treatment through neglect and indifference of the 
Victims of the Galveston hurricane seems all the more 
Pointed just now owing to the readiness with which Con- 
gress enacted the laws providing for the relief of the 
families and dependents of the National Guardsmen 
who were mobilized last June. Within three months 
after the mobilization call was issued Congress had ap- 
propriated $2,000,000 for this purpose alone, and by Act 
of Dec. 22, 1916, appropriated $4,250,000 additional as 
& deficiency item for the same purpose. And yet 
eighteen months have passed since the hurricane wreaked 
its power on the U.S. Army encamped at Galveston and 
Texas City, and the Army is without any recompense for 
any of its losses suffered thereby. It is interesting to note, 
by way of contrast, that the total claims thus far sub- 
Iiitted by victims of that disaster are about $500,000. 
This is less than one-twelfth of the sum already appro- 
Priated for the dependents of the National Guard. Of 
Course dependents of the enlisted men of the Regular 
Army profit by this appropriation. “ut it is a matter 


of record that the original purpose of this measure was 
solely to provide for the men of the Guard. 

We can readily believe that Congress fails to appre- 
ciate the burden of hardship that has fallen on the offi- 
cers and men of the Regular Army since they were 
ordered to the Mexican border in 1911. The pay of 
our Army has not been increased since that time, and 
yet officers who have had to rent homes for their families 
find these charges constantly increasing. Moreover, since 
July 1 commutation for light and heat has been stopped, 
which adds materially to the cost of living when added 
to the steadily rising cost of foodstuffs. When these 
factors are added to the individual losses suffered by the 
officers and men through the Texas hurricane, it will be 
seen that the neglect of this matter of appropriating 
money to pay such losses assumes the proportions of a 
grave injustice. Oversight or the pressure of claims 
from all sources may be the cause of this neglect. But 
whatever it is we cannot urge too strongly on the House 
Committee on Military Affairs in particular and on 
Congress in general to give their speedy approval to the 
bill sent to the committee by Secretary Baker. 
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THE QUESTION OF DISCIPLINE. 
In a letter to the Editor of the ARMY AND NAvy Jour- 
NAL, an officer of the Army well says: 





“I note that one of the phases of the question of Uni- 
versal Military Service, so widely discussed these days, is 
receiving little or no emphasis. Whether we can make 
an Infantryman, a Cavalryman, an Artilleryman, a Sig- 
nal Corps, or Sanitary soldier in one year, eighteen 
months, or two years, is not the question, at all. The 
real question is this: How long will it take to bend 
the average American youth to a state of unquestioning, 
unquestionable discipline and obedience, at all times, and 
under all conditions? That is the all-important problem 
before us. This result once achieved, the technical train- 
ing of the soldier in his particular arm of the Service 
is a comparatively simple problem of secondary import- 
ance. On our ability to solve the first, and real problem, 
depends this nation’s future; whether we are capable of 
grand combinations, and the Sunlit Heights, or are to 
be ,but an aggregation of Nomads, existing while we 
may. 

“To work out our scheme of universal service on a basis 
of the number of months required to give a soldier a 
moderate knowledge of his trade from the technical 
viewpoint is fallacious. Without an underlying abso- 
lute and complete discipline and subordination, become 
second nature in the soldier, we are building the super- 
structure on sand. And this we shall learn some day 
to our eternal shame and sorrow. To talk of making 
soldiers out of the young America of our day in one year 
is nonsense. Whether it can be done in two years re- 
mains to be seen. Precisely on this question of disci- 
pline is where our citizen Army is most certain to come 
to grief. Unless popular, and even some military ideas 
as expressed of late on the military training required by 
us take a new tack, there lie ahead shoals, and the 
general debacle. Even though our citizen Army should 
come to have a peace strength of upwards of a million 
men, the standard of discipline exacted should be no less 
than that required by a select few of our strictest com- 
manding officers in the Regular Army. The beneficial 
effects of such a great national training school on our 
country would be simply incalculable. It would raise our 
civilization to a higher plane.”

PHYSICAL DEFECTS OF NATIONAL GUARD. 


Several years ago we called attention to the fact that 
the Army standard of physical requirements in the en- 
listment of recruits in the National Guard were not 
being lived up to, so that in the event of a call for Fed- 
eral service large numbers of Guardsmen would be re- 
jected as physically unfit. This statement was denied 
by National Guard officers, who held that when the test 
came there would be very few rejections on physical 
grounds. The correctness of our statement is shown by 
the official reports on the recent mobilization of the Na- 
tional Guard for Mexican border service. As one ex- 
ample of many, we quote the following from the report 
of Major Gen. Frederick Funston, U.S.A., commanding 
the Southern Department: 

“The personnel of the New Mexico regiment was weak 
and the organization was unstable. It almost went to 
pieces when the physical standards were applied. There 
was urgent need for the services of this regiment. As 
finally mustered in, its enlisted membership included at 
least 40 per cent. of men who would not have been 
acceptable for the Regular Army. The main efforts of 
the organizers had been directed to obtaining sixty-five 
men for each company, and the dragnet had brought in 
many that were manifestly unfit. The result was an 
organization of the required strength on paper, but with 
the weakness of a mere paper organization. In a lesser 
degree this padding process was evident in the com- 
position of the Arizona.regiment, and the elimination of 
the physicially unfit made serious inroads on their paper 
strength. In the four other states, Texas, Arkansas, 
Louisiana, and Oklahoma, physical defects were not so 





general or so flagrant, but the organization was weak- : 


ened by the large number of men who were subsequently 
to be discharged on account of dependent relatives, etc.” 
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Dr. Scott Nearing stated recently that “we do not 
need a big Navy to protect this country from foreign 
invasion. It is because the privileged classes have such 
large investments outside of the country that you hear 


. 


the cry for a bigger Army and a bigger Navy.” Com- 
menting on this, the New York World says: “May not 
the privileges and liberties and investments of all classes 
of Americans in their own country need protection in 
emergency, and what kind of national defense do the 
pacifist extremists imagine can be erected out of well- 
meaning moralities in view of Europe’s recent experi- 
ences ?” 
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Many columns were used in the daily press, when 
the National Guard was mobilized last summer, in re- 
counting the steps taken by scores of large and small 
corporations to insure the comfort of those dependent 
upon their employees who were, as members of the 
Militia organizations, called from their work. “Indefinite 
leave at full pay’ was the promise in many cases, while 
in others the employer was satisfied to guarantee a cer- 
tain part of the bread-winner’s former income to the 
family for a definite period. There can be no doubt that 
the promise and guarantee were both fulfilled in some 
cases, but if any evidence was needed to prove that 
such action was the exception rather than the rule, 
it can be learned indirectly from the unofficial report 
made by Capt. P. L. Smith, who is in charge of the dis- 
tribution of the relief funds appropriated by Congress. 
“Applications r relief still are being received at the 
rate of about 300 per day,” said Captain Smith last 
week, and he added impressively: ‘I'wenty per cent. 
of the new applications are from members of the National 
Guard whose units have been withdrawn from the border 
and mustered out of Service.’ While Captain Smith 
would not say so, the plain inference to be drawn from 
his statement is that the continued-pay guarantee must 
have been annulled in a great many cases, as was also 
the promise that positions formerly held by Militiamen 
would be held open against their release from duty. 
Up to Dec. 28, 1916, the War Department had expended 
$1,900,657.97, for the benefit of families of National 
Guardsmen. This amount was distributed to cover about 
1,500 cases, many of which, however, had received two 
or more payments since the initial payment was made 
in June. Captain Smith has still at his disposal the 
$4,250,000 appropriated by Congress on Dec. 22 for the 
work, which amount is in addition to the original 
$2,000,000 appropriated for the same purpose. 
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In his ann: 91 report for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1916, Dr. Herbert Putnam, the Librarian of Congress, 
shows the library to contain 2,451,974 books, a gain of 
88,101 volumes over the previous year. In addition 
there are 154,200 maps and charts, 770,248 volumes and 
pieces of music, and 392,905 prints. While no consider- 
able collection of books was received by gift during the 
year, the aggregate of gifts from thousands of sources, 
private, corporate and official, reached the considerable 
total of 28,285 volumes. Lincoln documents which have 
been presented and deposited in the library are of ex- 
ceptional interest. These consist of the original draft 
of Lincoln’s second inaugural address, and his two drafts 
of the Gettysburg address, presented by Clarence L. 
Hay, who had them from his father, the late John Hay; 
and a memorandum as to the improbability of his re- 
election, presented by Miss Helen Nicolay. In the forty« 
five years during which the copyright work has been 
a part of the business of the Library of Congress, the 
number of entries totaled 2,932,397. During the past 
nineteen years the net receipts of the office, above ex-' 
penses for service, were $240,688.40. During the last 
fiscal year, 18,357 volumes were transferred to the library 
from the deposits in the Copyright Office, and 5,452. 
volumes deposited in governmental libraries in the Dis< 
trict of Columbia. The report concludes with an ex- 
tended description of the work of the Legislative Ref- 
erence Division during the year.

It can be stated with authority that no plans are under 
way regarding a naval demonstration in connection with 
the transfer of the Danish West Indies to the United 
States—-when and if such transfer is consummated. It 
has been stated that plans for such demonstration had 
been decided upon. Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Franklin D. Roosevelt will sail for Haiti about Jan. 21 
and expects to be in that section during the early part of 
February, by which time the pending sale will be settled 
one way or the other. If the Danish islands pass to the 
United States a certain number of war vessels un- 
doubtedly will be on hand to fire the customary salute as 
the national flag is raised over the principal port, but no 
such thing as an organized mobilization of any consid- 
erable force is contemplated. The appropriation of the 
$25,000,000 mentioned in the sale-treaty will, it is ex- 
pected, be quickly put through the House as soon as the 
purchase is complete. Some delay may be met in the 
Senate but, in any event, the matter should be concluded 
within the next six weeks.

Spain sent a reply to President Wilson’s “peace note” 
on Dee. 30, in which it declared that any such action as 
proposed would be “inefficacious.” It adds: “Spain will 
suspend all action until the time when her efforts and 
work in favor of peace can be more useful than at the 
present time. Until then the Spanish government be- 
lieves it would be inopportune to declare with regard to 
an entente of the neutral Powers for the defense of their 
interests, that it is disposed now, as it was at the begin- 
ning of the war, to commence negotiations which might 
lead to an accord capable of uniting the belligerent 
Powers.” 
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Upon the direct application of Gov. Ruffin. G. Pleas- 
ant, of Louisiana, the Secretary of War, on Dec. 30, 
instructed Major Gen. Frederick Funston, U.S.A., to 
grant the discharge of Private Russell L. Clark, Bat- 
tery C, Washington Artillery, La.N.G., then on duty at 
Donna, Texas. The discharge, which is said to be the 
first granted of the scores’ which- were requested from 
the same organivation, was granted only on Governor 
Pleasant’s representation that it was necessary for “pub- 
lic good.” The command of which Private Clark was 
a member was recruited almost entively from the most 
prominent families of New Orleans. It was a. matter 
of common knowledge that as soon as they were ordered 
to the border, a constantly increasing pressure Was 
brought to bear on high military authorities to secure the 
discharge of individual members. In no_case before 
this, it is stated, was a discharge granted. Governor 
Pleasant, in his telegram to Secretary Baker, declared 
that the case was “exceptional in that the state of 
Louisiana is materially interested.” He added : The 
ground upon which. this request is based, is that the 
service of John F. Clark, father of Russell L, Clark, 
are urgently needed in connection with the administra- 
tion of the great state-owned cotton warehouse, located 
at New Orleans, and it will be impossible for John Clark 
to render these services in the absence of his son, who 
is his only partner in a large private business. The 
case is exceptional in that the state of Louisiana is 
materially interested in securing the services of John 
Clark at this time, in the public work mentioned. Your

The work of Med. Dir. Charles F. Stokes, U.S.N., in 
connection with the cure of the “heroin habit” at the 
Warwick Inebriate Farm maintained by the city of New 
York, is the subject of a laudatory editorial reference in 
the New York Sun. The occasion for the editorial was 


the announcement of the U.S. Public Health Service 
that it had ordered its corps of physicians to discontinue 
the prescribing of heroin and to return to its headquar- 
ters all supplies of the drug on hand. This followed 
close the adoption by the Committee on Drug Addiction 
of “the well-grounded view of one of its members, ex- 
Surgeon General Stokes, of the Navy, who had been _en- 
abled through the generosity of Mrs. Helen Hartley Jen- 
kins to pursue studies on this subject in the city in- 
etriate farm.” Dr. Stokes’s most important finding, the 
Sun says, was that ninety per cent. of the addicts com- 
mitted to the farm are heroin takers, and that a method 
of managing these cases without violent medication under 
strict discipline, mental and hygienic measures. etc., had 
brought about the cure of about niney-four per cent., as 
recorded in the courts. According to Dr. Stokes’s own 
record, made after tracing the addicts by volunteer and 
official social helpers, the successful cases nun-bered sixty- 
per cent. Three hundred in the city of all kinds of 
addicts were tre=ted at the city farm in four months. 
The fact that there was not one escape in eight months 
despite the absence of guards testifies to the value of the 
community spirit establisted and fostered by Dr. Stokes, 
which is doubtless re-enforced by the prospect of the three 
years’ imprisonment to which a previously escaped addict 
had been sentenced by the Court of General Sessions. 
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The executive committee of the First National Ser- 
vice School (Inc.), of the women’s section of the Navy 
League, announces that the second encampment of the 
school will be held in Washington six weeks, beginning 
April 16, 1917. Three hundred students, divided into 
four companies, will be resident at the school for each 
course which is planned to occupy twenty days. In addi- 
tion “day students” will be accepted. Practically the 
same course as that of last summer will be in force,. the 
instruction - being under American Red Cross jurisdic- 
tion, while the military features will be under the direc- 
tion of men from the Army, Navy and the Marine Corps. 
It is stated that more than 1,500 applications for mem- 
bership in the classes are on file. The encampment prob- 
ably will be held on Senator Newland’s property at Chevy 
Chase. The committee in charge of the school includes 
Mrs. George Dewey, wife of the Admiral of the Navy 
and president of the Women’s Section of the Navy 
League; Mrs. Hugh L. Scott, wife of the Chief of Staff; 
Mrs. George Barnett, wife of the Major General Com- 
mandant, U.S.M.C.; Mrs. Henry F. Ashurst, wife of 
Senater Ashurst; Mrs. Richard Wainwright, sr., and 
many others prominent in Washington official and social 
circles. On the advisory board are Major Gen. Hugh L. 
Scott, U.S.A.; Major Gen. George Barnett, U.S.M.C.; 
Rear Admirals Seaton Schroeder, Willard H. Brown- 
son, U.S.N.; Major Gen. William H. Carter, U.S.A.; 
Paymr. Gen. Samuel McGowan, Surg. Gen. W. C. 
Braisted, Surg. Gen. W. C. Gorgas, U.S.N.; and other 
high officers. 
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Major Melville, chief surgeon of the National Guard 
of Vermont, in a statement he recently issued coming 
to the defense of the National Guard in regard to its 
alleged bad showing as to physical fitness, says in part: 





“History records that the President’s call found the * 


National Guard ready and in a few ddys they were on 
their way to the Mexican border. Army reports say that 
a large proportion of these militiamen were senile, or 
immature. They say we sent the halt, the lame and 
the blind, and according to an article, which is before 
me as I write ‘Several of the militia had artificial legs.’ 
This would tend to show that the militia medical officer 
gave these guardsmen a very cursory examination indeed, 
but to prove that this examination was at least as rigid 
as the Regulars received, it was the writer’s experience 
that over twenty men from one company were disquali- 
fied during the mustering-in process, and that two men 
who had been rejected from another company were the 
same week accepted by the Regular Army. In spite of the 
fact that the guardsmen were raw, unseasoned troops, 
had. not been protected from smallpox and typhoid, prior 
to their mustering-in, were continually insulting their 
stomachs with food bought to supplement the govern- 
ment ration, to which they had not been accustomed, 
and for several other influences derogatory to their health 
and happiness, the proportion of militiamen sick in hos- 
pitals during the past summer was about one-half that 
of the Regulars.”

Theodore Roosevelt takes the same view of the League 
to Enforce Peace as that presented in our columns. He 
denounces it in characteristic fashion in an article ap- 
pearing in the February number of the Metropolitan 
magazine as “yet one more quack nostrum for interna- 
tional wrong.” He further says: ‘I oppose the proposals 
of the ‘League to’ Enforce Peace’ because under existing 
conditions, and at this time, and in view of the past per- 
formances of most of the leaders of the movement, and 
especially in view of the action of our Government and 
people during the last two and a half years, the agitation 
or adoption of the proposals would be either futile or 
misehievous. At this time, in view of our utter national 
u:preparedness and of our utter recklessness in making 
promises which cannot be or ought not to be kept, and of 
our utter failure to keep the promises we have made 
which ought to be kept, the movement can do no pos- 
sible good; it might if adopted by our Government do 
very serious harm; and in the more probable event of its 
proving merely futile it will tend to make us ridiculous.” 
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An absolute Government monopoly of radio communi- 
cation as a measure of national safety is advocated by 
Secretary Daniels in a letter written to the Commerce 


and Marine Committees of the Senate and House on 
Jan. 2, outlining the ‘avy. Department’s views on the 
pending racio control bill dr::ted by an interdepartmental 
conference. ‘‘The bill covers the purchase of coastal sta- 
tions only, that is only those used to communicate with 
ships, and by permitting the Navy Department to open 
all of its stations to commercial business would dis- 
courage the extension of any existing commercial sys- 
tems or the organization of 1ew systems.” Mr. Daniels 
wrote: “The Department strongly recommends that the 
committee provide for the purchase of all stations used 
for commercial purposes. The value of existing stations 
is constantly increasing, and d-_cisive action at this time 
will result in a saving of public funds.” 
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Refusing at first to adopt a definite and detailed reso- 
lution for a national defense program the National Col- 
legiate Athletic Association, at its annual convention in 
the Hotel Astor on Dec. 29, finally accepted unanimously 
a short general pledge for preparedness. The original 
resolution was presented by Dean LeBaron R. Briggs, of 
Harvard, president of the association, and was referred 
to a special committee consisting of Prof. H. A. Farr, of 
Yale, and Prof. George W. Ehler, formerly of Wisconsin, 
and a half hour later was brought back trimmed almost 
beyond recognition. The resolution as adopted reads: 
“Resolved that this convention calls upon all affiliated 
persons to give their active support to the cause of na- 
tional defense to the end that the nation shall be assured 
of immunity from invasion, and that all members 
urged to emphasize the necessity of physical preparedness 
on the part of each individual.” 














The Spanish government addressed a note to Germany 
on Dec. 29 regarding the submarine question. It de- 
clares the Spanish government has always maintained 
that it was illegal to destroy. prizes, as is the constant 
practice of submarines, and that the Cabinet also de- 
manded the observation of the Declaration of London, 
notably Article 50, which it is maintained submarines 
violate. by abandoning. the. crews of sunken ships to the 
mercy of the sea far from land. With regard to the con- 
traband question the note says: ‘What the Spanish gov- 
ernment does not admit is the Central Powers’ interpre- 
tation of international law whereby..they destroy ships of. 
nations which have always complained and protested 
against such an interpretation.” The note concludes with 
an announcement that further steps are being taken to 
avoid or diminish in future the risks to Spanish shipping.

Through the agency of her Embassy in -Washington, 
Japan notified the' State Department on Jan. 2 of her 
intention to arm her merchant ships defensively. and re- 
quested information as. to whether any special rules had 
been made. by this Government for passage of ships -so 
armed through the Panama Canal. This was the first 
official information that Japan intended such action and 
was interpreted as indicative of fear of German sub- 
marine operations on a wider scale than thus far at- 
tempted. Japan has a large tonnage passing through the 
canal, -and has suffered seriously from German undersea 
activities, particularly in the Mediterranean. 'There-are 
na canal regulations: imposing. special restrictions upon ; 
vessels armed. purely for defensive purposes, as the United. : 
States holds that such armament does not deprive a ship 


of her characigr.as a peaceful merchantman. 


TWO PHASES OF.UNPREPAREDNESS. 

Consideration’ ‘of some’ of the lafger economic and mili- 
tary problems confronting the American people during 
and at the close of. the European war will be a part of 
the program of the seventeenth annual: meeting of the 
National Civic Federation to be held in New York city 
on Jan..22-23. . Ralph M. Easley, chairman of the execu- 
tive council ef the Federation, in speaking of the “two 
disturbing phases” in the military situation in the United 
States, “which our people must face to-day,’ makes the 
following very significant statements: 

“The first of these phases is that our military and 
naval schemes for preparedness are in chaos—and this not 
due to want of patriotism on the part of any particular 
administration, but to a lack of foresight on the part of 
all administrations since the Spanish War. This again 
is nothing but a natural situation growing out of the 
belief of our people, thanks to the activities of the peace 
societies of the world, that all wars between civilized 
nations had been made impossible and that the develop- 
ment of armies and navies was rapidly becoming super- 
fluous: that we were 3,000 miles from anybody who 
could possibly think of attacking us, and that it would 
take so long for any nation to get troops over here*that 
we could equip an army of a million men in ample time 
to ‘eat them up,’ so to speak, as they landed. It is un- 
necessary to say that these illusions have been dispelled, 
the latter one by our recent attempt to mobilize 100,000 
men on the Mexican border. It is generally agreed by 
experts that-that mobilization, whatever the expense, and 
even if there had been no military necessity to justify it, 
was worth many times what it cost in enabling us to dis- 
cover the utter weakness of our unco-ordinated Federal 
and state military systems, and the utter futility, not to 
say injustice, of depending on the National Guard as cen- 
stituted to-day for a first line of defense. 

“The second fact which stares us in the face is that in 
all movements for peneecetnens Sees leagues, security 
leagues and so forth—there are enrolled neither the work- 
ingmen nor the farmers of the country. On the execu- 
tive boards of these erganizations, not one representative 
of either of these classes can be found, while they are 
found without number in all of the anti-preparedness and 
various brands of peace organizations. This is an alarm- 
ing element of national weakness, as in any war eighty 
per cent. of our Army would necessarily come from these 
classes. A comparatively small percentage of the mem- 
bers of our National Guard to-day is drawn from the 
wage-earning or farming population. If any arguments 
are needed to emphasize the absolute necessity of having 
the hearty co-operation of these two ‘preponderating 
forces, they can be supplied by the discussions in the 
parliamentary bodies of all the warring nations. Little 
chance will there be for compulsory military service or 
even a compulsory military training bill to become a law 
in this country, if they are required, until these problems 
are solved and also the great Middle West comes to feel 
that it is as directly concerned in the defenses of the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts as are the seaboard states. 
It is true that foreign fleets cannot as yet climb mountains 
or throw their shells 2,000 miles, but the Zeppelins and 
airplanes, the navies of the air, can reach Chicago and 


Topeka as easily as New York or San Francisco. But ; 


even were the Middle West secure from direct attack, the 
paralysis of its industries and the stoppage of the move- 
ment of its farm products would be just as great if the 
seaboard states capitulated to an invading force,” 
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PRAISE FOR THE NATIONAL GUARD. 





Brig Gen. William L. Sibert, U.S.A:, commanding’ the ~ 
Western Department, in his report to the War Depart- - 


ment on the mobilization of the National Guard in his 
command for duty on the Mexican border, says that the 
various duties devolving upon the Governors of states 
and others, in connection with recruiting transportation 
and subsistence during the mobilization, were promptly, 
harmoniously and successfully carried out. 

“In no case could it be said,’ says General Sibert, 


“that troops of this department were slow in assembling. 
That dates of departure of organizations for the Mexican 
border will indicate the degree of promptness with which 
troops of the different states of this department assembled, 
transferred property, and were mustered into. the Federal 
service.. Organizations entrained and left for the border 
fully equipped for field service. All troops brought to 
camp their equipment to include minimum strength. Such 
shortages as existed in equipment were at once supplied 
by the states from state arsenals. Some confusion existed 
due, to the fact that several officers in some organiza- 
tions had been found physically disqualified for service 
and their places had to be filled by others with little or 
no military experience or knowledge of the duties re- 
quired of them. Several companies had been declared 
deficient by the Militia Bureau as a result of 1916 Fed- 
eral inspections and had to reorganized. The trans- 
formation from peace or below peace strength to. war 
strength created confusion. The supplies, equipment, etc., 
so far as lies within the responsibility of the state, were 
generally ample and indicated a proper degree of pre- 
paredness.” 

General Sibert points out the necessity of compiling 
new mustering regulations to avoid confusion, and new 
blank forms of various kinds. “The travel pay or ‘trans- 
portation to be furnished upon muster out,” says General 
Sibert, “should be clearly stated in regulations. ‘I'he 
various interpretations placed upon War Department 
telegraphic orders on these subjects have given rise to 
much unnecessary correspondence. Companies should be 


recruited to war strength before leaving. company ren-- 


dezvous.”. The National Guard located in the ‘Western 
Department is that of California, Idaho, Montana, Ore- 
gon, Utah and Washington. 
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A UNITED SERVICE SCHOOL.

Army and Navy officers in excess of the educational pos- 
sibilities of the National Academies. He then says: 

“A new order of things, one that will preserve the 
academies, one that is conservative and one that will pro- 
duce adequate. results, is to change the routine of the 
edueation of:cur military and naval cadets by inaugurat- 
ing ‘a united service school -for first-year cadets. This 
united service school, located —— from the academies 
with land and water facilities, will receive in each June 














The Com- - 
modore describes the unfortunate conditions existing at. 
present because of the demand for a number of educated - 
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all the military and naval appointees that have passed 
the same mental and physical examination, about 600 to 
each service, 1,200 in all. The combined fourth class 
will receive for one year the same military and naval 
instruction. Of these, 800 will qualify for promotion, 
400 to each academy as third classmen. 

“West Point and Annapolis will c.ntain only the three 
upper Classes, and the cadet capacity of each academy 
will be limited to 1,200. That number admits of a com- 
plete regimental organization, the best possible for dis- 
cipline, classroom work, drill formation and distribution 
of cadet officers. Each June 360, or twenty per cent. of 
the entire cadet corps, will graduate. These 360 vacan- 
cies, at each academy, as well as the few other vacancies 
that may occur in the second and third classes, will be 
automatically filled by the arrival each June of a new 
third class from the United Service School. Vacant 
cadetships will no longer concern the academies. The 
steady procession of well balanced classes will no longer 
be interrupted jd periods of semi-chaos, such as now 
prevail during the straggling summer advent of new 
cadets and the midwinter exodus of the ‘found deficients.’ 
By this routine, the academies will retain their standards, 
will always work with full complements, will graduate 
‘many more officers, and the bad results of ‘forcing’ already 
manifest will disappear.” 
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MARINE CORPS NCTES. 
EXTRA PAY FOR MARINES. 


“The Navy Departmert has recommended to the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs of the House that Sec. 1507, 
Revised Statutes, be amended so as to include marines 
in the provision for compensation at the rate of thirty- 
three cents a day for the time they may be employed as 
firemen. An explanation of this recommendation is seen 
in the fact that Secretary Daniels recently called the 
attention of the committee to the fact that it frequently 
is found necessary to detail marines for duty to assist the 
regular firemen. This is especially true during cruises 
in tropical waters, when the intense heat necessitates 
short and frequent shifts of the fireroom force.” Although 
the work of firemen is not within the ordinary routine 
of duty expected of marines, it is, per se, military duty 
and may be-required of all persons in the naval service 
in case of necessity. The recommendation for increased 
pay during such service came from a realization of the 
extraordinary labor involved, and the extra wear and 
tear on the clothing of the marine doing such labor. 


MARINE CORPS RIFLE TROPHIES. 


A striking exhibit of trophies won by the U.S. Marine 
Corps rifle team is being shown in the windows of a 
prominent jewelry firm whose store is at Eleventh and 
F streets, N.W., in Washington. Included in the ex- 
hibition are the National Trophy, the United Service 
Trophy, the Wimbledon Cup and the Enlisted Men’s 
Trophy. The last named, it will be remembered, was 
presented five years ago by the enlisted men of the Ma- 
rine Corps to the National Rifle Association for annual 
competition, open to teams of six men from the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps and the National Guard of each 
state. It is now held for the first time by the branch 
which donated it, having been captured once by the Navy, 
once by the Cavalry and twice by the Massachusetts Na- 
tional Guard team. The highest honor, of course, is at- 
tached to the winning of the national trophy, which was 
presented by Congress for competition between teams rep- 
tesenting each of the Regular Services and the National 
Guard of each state. This year the match was thrown 
open also to civilian teams from the various states and 
to teams representing military schools and colleges. Capt. 
William Garland Fay, U.S.M.C., who won the Presi- 
dent’s Match, was warmly commended by President Wil- 
son. The corps thus has held the national championship 
for two, consecutive years, Gun. Sergt. Andrew Hagen, 
U.S.M.G., having returned the highest score in 1915. To 
Sergt. John J. Andrews, U.S.M.C., goes the coveted dis- 
tinction of winning the Wimbledon Cup, which was 
donated by the National Rifle Association of England in 
1875. The exhibit includes, in addition, about a dozen 
other trophies captured by the Marine Corps team or in- 
dividual marksmen representing that arm of the Service. 
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OPPOSES PLAN TO REGULATE PROMOTION. 


To THE EprrorR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Reference your plan to regulate promotion, in issue of 
Dec. 23. I desire to record my vote as No. 

My objection is the mess which would certainly 
ensue with such varying numbers of officers in different 
grades, a large excess in some, corresponding deficiencies 
in others. Would also invite attention to the fact that 
this is not a new plan, it was in use for a long time 
in the Indian Army, and before committing ourselves 
to a system which has been tried elsewhere and found 


wanting, would it not be well to investigate the causes 
of the failure; they may be applicable to our own situa- 





. tion? 


As an improvement I suggest that of separating 
grade from rank, instead of separating promo- 
tion from organization. Put all officers below the 
grade of brigadier-general on a single list of “rank and 
precedence,” in accordance with their dates of first. com- 
Inission, giving medical officers (and others where néces- 
sary) constructive service, as may be required, say five 
years for medicos and chaplains. The relative rank of 
officers to be determined from this list, and to remain 
unchanged, except by sentence of court-martial, failure to 
pass examinations for promotion, or voluntary transfer 
between arms, in such cases constructive dates for pre- 
cedence: to be given. Promotion in grade to remain as 
it is now, by arm of service. Pay to be based on length 
of commissioned service, or constructive service, where 
constructive dates for precedence have been given for 
any cause. Here is a tentative pay table: When first 
commissioned, $1,800; after five years, $2,300; after ten 
years, $2,900; after fifteen years, $3, ; after twenty 
years, $4,000; after twenty-five years, $4,500; after 
thirty years, $5,000. Fogies to be abolished, and all 
mounted officers to receive pay for mounts, or mounts 
furnished, as now provided for captains and lieutenants. 

Line officers detailed to a higher grade in a staff de- 
partment to receive five years’ constructive service for 
Pay purposes only, while on that duty, their relative 
rank to remain unchanged. 

This idea of an unchanging table of rank and prece- 
dence is nothing but the old Navy system for determining 
relative rank between the line and staff. I€ does not affect 
Promotion in grade in the different departments. 

The only possible objection to this is when detach- 
ments from two arms come together the senior of the two 
Commanders on the table of rank and precedence might 
happen to be in a lower grade than the other, but this 


is not a serious objection, because it will not often occur, 
and when it did the one with the longest service would 
be the senior and should have the command. The apparent 
absurdity of a captain being senior to a major would 
disappear very soon after the system was put in force. 
It seems absurd now simply because new, although we do 
not think it anomalous for a captain to be senior to a 
major, if the former has U.S.N. after his name. 

This plan seems to be eminently fair, and I believe it 
would be satisfactory to all arms. It combines the good 
qualities of both the single list idea and that of promotion 
by length of service, without the objections inherent in 
both methods. 

Far Pay. 
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OFFICERS—PROBATIONARY AND RESERVE. 
To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The National Defense Act of June 3, 1916, provides for 
a total of over 4,000 new officers, these to be added to 
the Army in five equal increments. This tremendous 
proportional increase, made in such a short. period of 





time, involves the serious risk of admitting a great num-_ 


ber of men who are no: up to the proper standard of 
education and ability—at the same time it affords an 
opportunity to obtain an unusually select body of young 
officers. 

During the past three or four years, through students’ 
and business men’s camps and through details with the 
National Guard, officers have been thrown more into 
contact with civilians. It is gratifying to hear these 
civilians speak in the very highest, even enthusiastic, 
terms of our officers, in praise of their ability, their in- 
dustry and their devotion to duty. Appreciation and 
praise for our personnel is calculated to make an officer 
proud and jealous of his profession, and, in order that 
the high standard may be preserved, or even raised, it 
makes him critical of those who would enter it. Admit- 
ting second lieutenants on probation is a step in the right 
direction. It seems, however, that this step might be 
carried farther to the very great advantage and profit to 
the Service. When these young men have served their 
probationary period of two years, will it be easy to elim- 
inate tke unfit? Will it not rather be considered such a 
stigma to be dropped, that influence will be brought to 
bear and the unfit continued in tke Service? 

The experiences of the past summer have forcibly im- 
pressed on my mind the possibilities of the college and 
the university as a recruiting field for our officers. The 
eight Regular officers, who worked with the 550 Yale 
graduates and under-graduates, composing four batteries 
of the 10th Connecticut Field Artillery, during June, 
July, August and.September, were tremendously im- 
pressed with the spirit, loyalty, adaptability and extreme 
interest displayed by these lads, and many times ex- 
pressed to each other the wish that all of these young 
men, who desired, might without examination be com- 
missioned as “probationary” second lieutenants in the 
Regular Army. As a result of their summer’s experience 
it is gratifying to note that many of these Yale men be- 
came interested. in the Service. Over sixty of them ap- 
plied to take the examination for a commission last 
August and many others are now definitely planning 
their college courses with the view of going into the 
Regular Army. 

These facts suggest the following further step in the 
probationary plan. The idea will be illustrated by con- 
sidering the Field Artillery. Im round numbers 800 offi- 
cers will be added to this branch in the next five years. 
We are piling up trouble for ourselves, and discontent 
and inefficiency for the Service, by having thirty-two per 
cent. of our present personnel so near the same age. This 
matter is a desperately serious one. Number 800, theo- 
retically, would be five years younger than No. 1 of the 
above list, but in promotion he will be nowhere. If it 
happened that he was twenty-seven years of age when 
commissioned, he would be lucky if he reached the grade 
of captain before he retired. Such stagnation means lack 
of interest, discontent and inefficiency. 

Suppose now, that instead of this, we took from the 
colleges and universities having military instruction 400 
men—(1) who had won their degrees; (2) who desired 
to accept a commission as a reserve officer for ten years; 
(3) who were recommended as suitable by the Army offi- 
cer in charge of the military instruction—and commis- 
sion them outright as Reserve officers. 
should be included meritorious non-commissioned officers 
of the Regular Army who are recommended by their or- 
ganization commanders as qualified and suitable. Send 
these 400 men to Fort Sill and organize them into three 
batteries for one year’s intensive training under a full 
quota of*officers carefully selected for the purpose. Make 
this year’s work the most systematic and thorough of its 
kind. Include in it such theory and written examinations 
as are ordinarily covered in the course for non-commis- 
sioned officers at the School of Fire. Use these as the 
firing batteries for the regular course at the school. In 
short, make it a year of hard, consistent, systematic, 
thorough work. Then send these men to regiments to 
take up the duties of subalterns and select another 400 
for the school. In their regiments these young officers 
should be given special attention. Their theoretical and 
practical instruction should be continued under experi- 
enced regimental officers. At the end of their second year, 
acting on the records made at the School of Fire and in 
their regiments, present ten per cent. of the men who 
stood highest in this class of 400 with a commission in 
the Regular Army, and discharge the others from active 
service. Only those who had demonstrated their unfitness 
as officers shoujd have their reserve commissions can- 
celed. The advantages of such a system would be: 

1. Men of the very highest type of efficiency would win 
their way into the permanent establishment. 

2. This heavy proportionate increase of officers would 
be spread over a period of from twelve to fifteen years, 
thereby avoiding further stagnation, yet during this time 
all organizations would have at their disposal and would 
be using a full quota of officers. 

3. In ten years’ time something over 1,800 educated 
and intelligeat young men, well trained through their 
two years of active service, would be holding commis- 
sions as reserve officers. 

For work done in summer camps during the subse- 
quent eight years these Reserve officers could be pro- 
moted (not above the grade of captain)” so as to carry 
them along with those of the permanent establishment 
with whom they were associated during their period of 
active service. These officers would render it possible in 
time of war to expand the Regular Army by forty-five 
regiments of Field Artillery, and yet have every officer 
a trained man.

According bo the estimates of the Census Bureau the 
present entire population of continental United States is

past six years the growth in the white population was 
ten million and in the negro population about three- 
fourths of a million.

THE MACHINE RIFLE REPORT. 
To THE Epiror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The report of the Machine :tifle Board, which was re- 
cently approved by the Secretary of War, is being sub- 
jected to criticism because of its apparent disregard of 
the many reports from the firing lines in Europe and 
confirmed by the statements of Allied officers who have 
seen service in the first line trenches and are now in this 
country. The board has recommended the immediate pur- 
chase of 4,000 machine guns of the heavy water-cooled 
type, and has delayed final consideration of the highly 
mybile, “one-man” air-cooled type. And this while for- 
eign despatches keep reiterating t' e fact that there are at 
least four or five light type machine guns to every water- 
cooled gun on the various fronts, and cite numberless in- 
stances in formal official reports and informal state- 
ments, of crosses and medals awarded for heroism in this 
or that action for defending or taking a section of trench 
with the air-cooled type. The Rifle Board should cer- 
tainly have been in possession of these facts. 

Qf what particular use would a heavy, water-cooled 
machine gun be to the Pershing Punitive Expedition, for 
instance, should a general retreat become necessary under 
sustained pressure by superior forces? A heavy un- 
wieldy gun, slow to get into action and requiring more 
and better transport facilities.than we have at the pres- 
ent time, for operation in a country that is subject to 
severe sandstorms, and where water for cooling purposes 
is at a premium; a gun that quickly discloses its posi- 
tion in advanced trenches by the steam arising from its 
cooling device, making it a prominent target; a gun that 
cannot be taken forward quickly ~with an infantry charge 
aud gotten into action immediately an exposed position 
is taken to withstand a counter-attack. 

The virtue of such a gun as an effective arm for com- 
pletely fortified positions is well established, but modern 
warfare demands many quick “stabbing” offensives where 
time is an element in effectively defending the consolida- 
tion of newly acquired positions and, in the experience 
of the commanders abroad, nothing takes the place of the 
highly mobile machin? gun for this work. 

During the early part of 1916 the Ordnance Depart- 
ment eg an order for 125 heavy type machine guns 
for delivery this year, but according to the report of the 
Chief of Ordnance to the Secretary of War none’ of these 
guns has yet been delivered for test; yet an order for 
4,000 additional heavy types, to be manufactured in this 
country, is recommended in the Machine Rifle Board's re- 
port, involving an expenditure of nearly $10,000,000, on 
a gun that has never been er manufactured in 
this country. The heavy guns that have been tested by 
the Government were made especially for the tests in 
England, and submitted by an American firm as an ex- 
ample of the gun they proposed to furnish, and past ex- 
perience suggests the inquiry whether any manufacturer 
can produce a gun to meet the performance of a speciaily 
made arm, manufactured by an English firm that has 
had a vast experience in this particular design, under at 
least two years, with deliveries to follow during the third 
year. Why the board recommended the ratio of but two 
light type guns to one heavy type gun would also be in- 
teresting in light of the Allied governments’ statements 
that four or five to one more nearly meets the needs of 
their fighting forces. 

EXPERIENCE. 
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JUSTICE FOR RETIRED OFFICERS. 


To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Officers retired for disability never ceased being officers 
of the U.S. Army, and never sought the disabilities for 
which they were retired. If they never had become able 
to do active duty again, then none of them would have 
ever had a word to say about their status as retired offi- 
cers, for the laws that govern retired officers who do no 
duty are just and should not be changed. However, when 
any one of them becomes able to again do duty, doing the 
duty that some officer on the active list would have to be 
doing had not the retired dfficer recovered his health suf- 
ficiently to enable the War Department to order him back 
to duty, it is only a matter of simple justice that while 
he is actually doing active duty he should have the rank, 
at least, of his class upon the active list. 

When he appears among other officers, or when the War 
Department is looking at his name, the question of how 
much his pay is never comes up. The only thing that is 
thought of is “What is his rank?” Now, the present law 
that gives the pay and allowances of the next higher 
grade after the retired officer has served the same length 
of time upon active duty that his class served to get 
their promotions upon the active list is just and 
right, and we should serve the same as_ they 
to get the same pay. But while serving, it would 
only conserve a military custom of hundreds of years 
standing not to force him to serve under and have to take 
the orders of men who are junior to him in the Service. 
In plain words, give the rank of their class upon the 
active list to all retired officers ordered to active duty, and 
let them serve as the law now requires them to sefve te 
get the pay of each grade. 

This will have in no way any adverse effect upon any 
man upon the retired list who has already received a 
promotion to the next higher grade. It will not affect his 
pay, and in most instances will give the insignia of the 
next higher grade. ? . 

Another thing—if anyone stops to think, he will 
realize that the present law in regard to “fogies” stop- 
ping when an officer is retired, was enacted at a time 
when it was not contempiated that an officer once retired 
would ever again do any duty. It is all right if a retired 
‘officer never again does active duty, but is not this merely 
a matter of common justice? When ordered to duty by 
competent authority, then the “fogies” of a retired officer 
should begin to accumulate and should run along the 
same as though he were on the active list until relieved 
from active duty, and then what has accumulated should 
be his upon the retired list. He is doing active duty just 
the same as officers ted with him who are upon

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A PROPOSED MILITARY POLICY. 


To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

By the Defense Act of June 3, 1916, our Regular Army 
Was increased nearly one hundred per cent. When this 
act has been complied with and the Army filled to its 
maximum peace strength, there will of necessity have to 
be built new posts te accommodate the new regiments, 
and in the proper location of these posts to my mind 
lies the solution to this very difficult problem. 

1. Build the new posts so that one-half of the Regu- 
lar Army will be stationed on or near the campus of 
the different state universities. - 

2. Require the enlisted personnel of the Regiments 
stationed at the different universities to be actually bona- 
fide students in that university. 

3. Arrange the periods for drill and military instruc- 
tion so that a soldier student could take up any course 
of study at the university that he may desire. But re- 
quire the student to arrange his periods for study so 
that he could be free and present for drills after 4.00 p.m. 

4. Provide for a general service corps to do police 
work. 

5. The students to be given a furlough from com- 
mencement until July 1, each year, except the graduating 
class, which would be given a furlough from commence- 
ment to Sept. 1. 

6. All students to be retfuired to attend camps of in- 
struction from July 1 until Sept. 1, at which time they 
— return to the university to take up their school 
work. 

7. Each student when enlisted to be required to take an 
oath to serve the United States for five years, four years 
as a student at a university, and beginning Sept. 1, after 
his graduation, to serve in a regiment stationed not at 
the universities for one year. And after discharge to 
answer the call of the President in case of urgent neces- 
sity, and in case that such a necessity may arise to serve 
-_ United States in such capacity as the President may 

irect. 

There are thousands of young men in the United 
States to-day that are working their way through col- 
lege, washing dishes, tending furnaces, waiting table, 
and what not. There are thousands of other young men 
that would quickly seize the opportunity of getting a col- 
lege education if the means was furnished them. There 
are thousands of fathers and mothers that would give 
their sons a college education if they could afford it. 
All these would be taken care of, and more. They would 
receive their board, clothing, room, hospital attendance, 
and $15.00 per month, the same that is given the private 
soldier. 

The cost of maintaining such a system would be less 
than the maintenance of the Regular Army,;should it 
ever be recruited to the required strength. 

Consider what could be accomplished in a year with a 
company troop or battery of young men who were college 
graduates, and who had already had four years of train- 
ing at the schools. The possibilities are beyond measure. 

On the first day of September each year there would be 
from fifty to one hundred thousand excellent soldiers and 
material for non-commissioned officers and officers fur- 
loughed to the reserve, who would take up business in 
private life. In ten years we would have from five hun- 
dred thousand to one million trained soldiers in every 
walk of life. If at any time after ten years we 
should ever have to go to war we could raise an army of 
ten million men, and have one man capable of command- 
ing and training every ten men. The government could 
take over any industry in the United States, and put it 
directly under the control of the War Department with- 
out changing scarcely a single man, because at that time 
nearly all the business men and the heads of big concerns 
would have been graduated from the college regiments 
and at that time would have taken the oath to serve the 
United States in what ever capacity the President may 
direct in case of urgent necessity. 

After ten years the United States would have the high- 
est standard of education; would be the happiest and 
most powerful in the world.

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DEATH OF MAJOR CLAYTON, U S.A. 


Hdars. 16th Cavalry, Camp Wilson, 
Fort Sam Houston, Texas, Dec. 29;-1916. 
To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The untimely death of Major Powell Clayton, 16th 
Cay., at this place on Dee. 27; has cast a gloom over the 
post and camp, and caused profound grief ard sorrow in 
the regiment, with both officers and men. 

His many friends throughout the Army will join in this 
sorrow, for he was one of the most beloved men whom I 
have ever known or with whom I have ever been asso- 
ciated. His congenial manner, cheerful and happy dis- 
position and lovable character endeared him to all with 
whom he came in contact. His soldierly bearing and 
honorable dealings commanded respect and instilled con- 
fidence. He loved his work, adored his profession and 
was happiest on the march, and on the drill field among 
his officers and men. Frequently when riding about the 
drill grounds watching the newly organized troops of the 
regiment drill anit noting their daily improvement he 
would express to me the genuine pleasure he felt. in hig 
work and the progress his squadron was making, 

On the morning of Dec. 16,-while waiting for the 
troops to finish some assigned duties, before assembling 
his squadron he, in company with Lieutenant Colonel 
Anderson, was trying his mount over the hurdles, 
Through some mishap his horse failed in his take off at 
a three-foot rail hurdle, the horse struck his knees with 
such force that he turned a complete summersault, falling 
on the rider, who struck the ground with such force on 
head and shoulder as to cause concussion of the brain 
and dislocation of the shoulder, rendering him uncon- 
scious, For some days there appeared to be improve- 
ment in his condition, and at times he was partially con- 
scious, but on the eighth day eame a bad turn, 








after which he gradually sank until. he was relieved from 
his: suffering by death at four thirty o’clock on the morn- 
iag of the twenty-seveuth, in spite of skilful efforts of 
surgeons, careful nursing and loving attention of his wife 
who never left his bedside while there was life. 

Major Clayton was the son of Gen. Powell Clayten,, a 
distinguished soldier of the Civil War and: later our Am- 
bassador to Mexico, who died recently. His mother, a 
most estimable woman, is still living, but age, infirmity 
and distanee prevented her — during his illness. 
it is thus seen that Major Clayton, by inheritance, ac- 
quired <hose—qualities vhich redounded to his credit 
through life. 3 

is services as a lieutenant were with the 5th Cav- 
alry, as a captain with the 11th Cavalry and as a major 
with the 16th. In addition to regimental service, he was 
called upon for important duties in other fields. He 
served for some years as military attaché in Mexico, was 
aid to Governor Magoon in Cuba, and instructed the 
rural guard of that country. 

He was selected to accompany our Secretary of State 
to South America, on his visit to that country, in our 
efforts to establish and maintain friendly commercial, 
political and social relations with its people. : 

His soldierly qualities and efficiency secured for him a 
detail on the General Staff, where he served as aid or 
assistant to Generals Wood, Wotherspoon and Scott, 
Chiefs of Staff. - 

Major Clayton was a graduate of the Infantry and 
Cavalry School and of the Army War College. In his 
untimely death the Service has lost a most valuable sol- 
dier, his friends a most loyal companion and his wife a 
most lovable and devoted husband. .

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TEXAS GIRLS’ HONOR GUARD CAMP. 
Marathon, Texas, Dec. 26, 1916. 
To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I have been requested by Miss Theodora Booth to 
make a report to you concerning the summer encampment 
of the Texas Division of the Girls’ National Honor 
Guard. The following is submitted for such use as you 
care to make of it. 

The widespread interest shown in the camp, my own 
impressions gained in its control and the knowledge 
of the value of trained women in the European war lead 
me to believe that this movement is worthy of attention 
in that it provides an asset in time of war both in trained 
personnel and in inspiration of the spirit of patriotism 
throughout the United States. I am convinced that the 
women of the country are most eager to do their part 
in preparedness, and that their capabilities have either 
been ignored or estimated far below true value. 

Many of the girls in the Texas camp were society girls 
who were accustomed to full sway of their own desires, 
totally unacquainted with physical work or the habit of 
obedience, but interested and endowed with plenty of phy- 
sical and mental energy. They were soon satisfied to 
wash their own clothes, to pile brush and rocks, and to 
obey a curt command promptly and without resentment. 
They were exceedingly amenable to discipline, and by no 
means disheartened by hardships. As is often the case, 
the regular routine and strict regimen of the camp, 
while uncomfortable to some, served only to increase 
satisfaction. No girl left onaccount of distaste for the 
work, but on the Contrary, it was necessary to exclude 
many who wished to enter several days late. 

A very material aid was the complete isolation of the 
camp. The idea that the camp was just for fun was 
soon dispelled, and a serious desire to do something 
worth while replaced it. The camp-had not even a tele- 
phone connection and visitors were allowed but seldom. 
Progress in drill was rapid. The actual time spent in 
such work was very small because of the lack of en- 
durance of the girls and the heat, yet at the end of the 
ten days it was possible to march them in company front 
and the improved carriage of each was very noticeable. 
Gain in weight and improvement in health were general. 

The enthusiastic support of the city of Fort Worth and 
the very agreeable spirit of good fellowship which existed 
throughout the camp made the experience remarkably 
pleasant. Locally the camp was a sensation, and it at- 
tracted attention throughout the country. It was feat- 
ured in many newspapers and “filmed” by several dif- 
ferent moving-picture concerns. Tremendous efforts were 
made by several cities to obtain the camp for 1917. The 
attendance is expected to be many times larger. Interest 
in the movement has been unaccountably large. With- 
out competent military supervision and the introduction 
of luxuries, it is likely to degenerate into a camp for 
recreation only. The loss of the patriotic spirit would 
mean the death of the movement. The phenomenal re- 
sults of the camp are but just tributes to those leaders 
whose pure motives and devoted,efforts have meant the 
inception. of the work.

ARMY WoMAN,

When arguing in favor of a larger Regular Army, sup- 
plemented by universal conscription, we must not fail 
to remember that. for their own purposes, to preserve 
order within their boundaries, the various states will 
always maintain a military force of some kind, whether 
it be called Militia, Natienal Guard or Constabulary. 
Also that in case of sudden attack on this country by a 
great power, the United States is certain to utilize this 
force to supplement its other armed forces in the defense 
of the country. 

It is, therefore, extremely desirable that the state 
troops, whatever we call them, shall be well trained, 
well equipped and well organized. 

It is also quite necessary that we do justice to the 
state troops. Granting all their faults, it must be ad- 
mitted that the record they have made for themselves 
during this mobilization has been admirable. At great 
personal sacrifice they have loyally served the country 
at @ time when it was hard to discover why they were 
called out, yet they responded readily to the demands 
of the authorities and worked hard and cheerfully on 
the problems of training, and have accomplished results 
in some districts where they. were given an opportunity 
that are little short of marvelous. Regular officers who 
attempt to criticize the National Guard should be ex- 
tremely careful that questions are not raised as a result 
of which comparisons can be made not altogether to the 
advantage of our Army. It is true that in the matter 
of educated officers we have a great superiority, but 
when it comes to comparing the training of the regi- 
ments, we must not forget that five months of inten- 
sive training, working from five to seven hours per day, 
especially if the training be wisely directed, will accom- 
plish much. This has been noticeable of-late in drills, 
parades, reviews and maneuvers, where comparisons have 
been made mentally, by older officers, not always favor- 
able to the professional soldiers. ; 

Let us concede due honor and praise to the National

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AN APPEAL FOR FORT BLISS BASE HOSPITAL 


American Red Cross, El Paso, Texas, Dec. 5, 1916. 
To THE EpiroR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

There are almost a thousand sick men in the base hos- 
pital at Fort Bliss, and they are greatly in need of a 
hall or room where those who are able to get about may 
gather, somewhere away from the odor of drugs and the 
depressing influence of the hospital, where they could 
have a motion picture show, could.read, have something 
to rest on beside a board bench, and where entertain- 
ments could be given for their amusement. Thanksgiving 
eve one of the Red Cross classes, of which I am chairman 
and also secretary of the lecal chapter, went out to the 
hospital to entertain the convalescent soldiers—three 
hundred came to the party and we simply played. old- 
fashioned games. When we arrived at the hospital at 
6:30 we found they had been waiting for us since 5:30, 
seated on wooden benches, minus backs; the room was 
one of the detached wards and was simply filled to: over- 
flowing with men of all ages and from all conditions of 
life. And their apparel! Well, you might have thought 
they belonged to Villa for such a motley array of worn, 
torn and faded dressing gown and old pajamas and 
trousers I never expected to see—an absolute disgrace 
to the boasted glory of the United States. 

Lieut. Col. Paul F. Straub, the medical director at the 
post, has asked that the Government make an appropria- 
tion to build a recreation hall for them, but was refused 
though le quite forcibly expressed the idea that they 
would reeuperate twice as fast if they could: be removed 
from the hospital atmosphere, and yesterday while dis- 
cussing the matter with him, from the heavens, perhaps, 
it came into my mind to ask you to help get this hall. It 
will cost $5,000 for everything; and I am going to beg 
you to help get this money. I feel you must know many 
men and’ women in New York who would’ gladly give for 
such a purpose and—won’t you ask them,, please?

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“COLONIAL” REGIMENTS OPPOSED. 
Camp at Empire, C.Z. 
Jo THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: : 

I wish to ask a simple question in your columns which 
seems to me important, and which none of the officers 
I have met seems able to answer. 

When will the War Department, if ever, return to 
the plan of transferring regiments, instead of individuals, 
from home to foreign service, or vice versa? The plan 
of individual change of station has, it seems to me, never 
justified itself by its results, and since it has been in 
force, I have met just two officers, among a great number 
ranking from second lieutenant to brigadier general, who 
favor it. : : 

It will prove particularly disastrous, however, in the 
ease of a new regiment, as, for example, the 33d In- 
fantry, which has been 0 on foreign service. 
This regiment has drawn one-half its personnel, prac- 
tically, from the 5th Infantry, and most of these 
officers and men came to the Canal Zone in November, 
1914. In consequence, under regulations as they now 
exist, practically all the officers and non-commissioned 
officers and the older privates of six companies of this 
regiment will go home next year, leaving the regiment 
almost as badly “shot to pieces” as though it had been 
in Roumania or France. ‘The other regiments organized 
on foreign stations are liable to be almost as badly off. 
Will this prove to be the best thing for organization 
or Army efficiency? ZONITE. 
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NATIONAL GUARD IN FEDERAL SERVICE. 


Private Richard Dixon, of the 8th Ohio Infantry, on 
duty at El Paso, Texas, was found guilty by a court- 
martial of drafting a “round robin” which was circulated 
in the regiment’s camp, protesting against conditions in 
the camp. He was sentenced to confinement in his camp 
for one month and to forfeit two-thirds of his pay for 
three months, on Dec. 29, 1916.

PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Summarized from reports Dec. 29-Jan. 4.) 


THE WESTERN THEATER OF WAR. 

The Meuse region, north of Verdun, saw the cantinua- 
tion of the countar-offensive initiated by the German 
Crown Prince in the preceding week. This energetic 
reply to the French offensive of Dec, 15 made serious in- 
roads into the French defensive lines in the neighbor- 
hood of Mort Homme end Hill 304. As a result, these 
heights, dominating the area on the west side of the 
Meuse as far south as the permanent fortifications, lie 
at last almost wholty in German hands. 

Berlin reported on Dec. 29 the success of an attack 
delivered the day previous against the French positions 
on Hill 304 and the south slope of the Mort Homme, by 
the 13th and 155th Infantry and the 37th Fusilier regi- 
ments. In the preparation for the assault, the mine 
throwers played an important part in conjunction with 
the artillery. To this weapon the official statement ac- 
cords a prominent share in the success of the operation. 
Following the bombardment, the three regiments rushed 
forward over the first trench line unchecked. Portions 
of them continued beyond the second trench line and 
gained lodgment in the third line of trenches. The cap- 





tures amounted in all to 222 prisoners and seven machine ° 


guns. The German attacking front, according to the 
French account, extended over three kilometers (about 
= miles), and was driven back along a portion of the 
ine. 

While small in proportion to the French gain of Dec. 
15-18, both as to territory and as to prisoners taken, the 
German success was notable Decause of the topographic 
importance of the Mort Homme, a hill for which thou- 
sands of lives were cacrificed in a series of assaults ex- 
tending over several weeks last spring. On the second 
day following the attack (Dec. 30), a succession of 
French infantry attacks, directed against the lost posi- 
tions, were repulsed, according to Berlin. Thereafter the 
activity on the west bank of the Meuse died down, the 
I'rench being apparently indisposed to proceed with im- 
mediate counter operations, and the Germans restricting 
themselves to raiding parties in the direction of the Ar- 
gonne forest. On the east bank of the Meuse, the Ger- 
mans, on Dee. 31, according to the French report, resumed 
their efforts to regain lost positions, delivering a sur- 
prise attack against trenches east of Chambrettes Farm, 
without success. 

The diligence of the British in minor hostilities on the 
Somme and Flanders fronts during the preceding ten 


days was explained by a statement of Major General. 


Maurice, chief director of military operations at the Brit- 
ish War Office, who annouticed Dec. 28 that the British 
forces had taken over another section of the French front. 
He did not specify the location of the new British front, 
but its extent is given as approximately ten miles. The 
numerous raids recently carried out by British parties 
had apparently the effect of keeping the opposing forces 
occupied with their own situation to such a degree as to 
insure the unimpeded exit of the French and entry of 
the British in the section which changed hands. Whether 
that section lies immediately south of the previous point 
of junction, in the salient between Bapaume and Péronne, 
is not divulged. 

Artillery action was frequent during the week, but in- 
termittent and diffused, throughout the British portion 
of the Western front. Of British trench raiding parties 
few figured in the daily official reports: on the night of 
Dec. 28, one was directed in the direction of Warlencourt, 
another toward Le Sars. On Dee. 31 another party was 
sent out cast of Armentiéres. German raiding parties on 
the other hand were reported near Gommecourt (Dec. 
28), near Armentiéres (Dee. 29), south of Pilkelm (Jan. 
1), east of Vermelles and north of Ypres (Jan. 2). The 
weather in the whole British section of the front failed 
to provide the freezing temperatures necessary to provide 
footing for any considerable infantry action. 

In Champagne, Paris (Dec. 30), reported, a small Ger- 
man attack on a post near Beuséjour, and a French sur- 
prise attack on an enemy trench west of Tahure, the 
scene of French attacks in the Champagne offensive dur- 
ing October, 1915. On Jan. 1 Paris reported an attack 
sustained by French posts west of Auberive in the same 
region. 

ROUMANIAN AND RUSSIAN THEATERS OF WAR. 

Russian resistance to Mackensen’s advance against 
the remaining Entente positions in Roumania failed to 
turn the tide, in spite of a persistent defensive, along the 
whole front from the lower Danube to the lower border 
of Bukowina. The Russians fought throughout the week 
in the most favorable series of positions between Bucha- 
rest and the Russian frontier. They were forced slowly 
but persistently back in most portions of the front. While 
the campaign has changed character and is no longer a 
wholly one-sided succession of rear guard engagements 
and hasty retirements, the. Russian line failed to estab- 
lish a sufficient defense to check any one of the Teuton 
columns. 

The Teutons developed their offensive along four lines, 
Three of these, that of the Ninth army in northeastern 
Wallachia, that of the Danube army, along the left bank 
of the Danube toward Braila, and that of the German- 
Bulgar army in the Dobrudja, formed the continuation 
of the offensive previously developed. The fourth, con- 
ducted to the north of the others, in the region of the 
Moldavia mountain border, was virtually a new feature 
of the campaign. It was carried out along the lines of 
th: narrow river valleys, about a dozen in number, lead- 
ing down from the Carpathian divide into the plain of 
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the Sereth river. These valleys, the scene of a stubborn 
Russian offensive throughout early December, remained 
largely in Russian hands at the end of that effort, so 
that the ‘Teutons were compelled in their advance ty 
move against positions recently lost to their opponents. 

‘he progress of Generals Gerock, Kuehne and von Mor- 
gen during the week now closing has greatly exceeded 
that which the Russians previously effected. 

Berlin, Dec. 29, reported an advance under General 
Gerock in the Carpathian district lying immediately 
north of the fielé of operations of the Ninth army. “Ger- 
man and Austrian troops,” said this report, “captured 
by storm and hand-to-hand fighting several positions lying 
one behind another. The Roumanian force defending the 
valley of the Kasino river, was forced back from its posi- 
tions, according to Petrograd, Dec. 29, while a Teuton 
advance in the Oituz river valley drove back Russian 
forces. On the 30th Petrograd conceded that the Rus- 
sians had been pressed back in the hills on the east border 
of the Oituz valley and had retired toward Sosmezo; 
while at the same time enemy pressure was developing 
in the valleys of the Kamna, the Susitza and the Putna. 
In the Uzul valley, according to Berlim (Dec. 31), Ger- 
man troops took Solymtar Height, maintaining it against 
Russian counter-attacks, and advanced at the same time 
along the Oituz, the Putna and its tributary, the Zabala. 
In the Sulta valley, the Russians on the same date 
claimed to have held their own against the Teuton af- 
tacks, but conceded Teuton gains in the highlands be- 
tween the Oituz and Deltiana valleys. The Roumanian 
contingent, according to Petrograd, rallied and withstood 
attacks in the neighborhood of the village of Kosa, on 
the Ptuna, but lost ground and prisoners on the Susitza. 

rman operations continued to progress in the region 
between Uzul and the Putna on the following day, ac- 
cording to Berlin, while the villages of Herestrau and 
Ungereni in the Zabala valley were taken. Petrograd, 
Jan. 1, reported the extension of the offensive to the 
valleys of the Bekas and the Domuk, and near the 
sources of the Rimnik, at the southern extremity of the 
Carpathian line. The latter attack forced a umanian 
detachment back upon Petreanu only ten miles west of 
Focsani, one of the chief fortified places of the eastern 
border of Roumania. Petrograd, Jan. 2, reported mfnor 
checks to the enemy in the valley of the Slonicu and in 
the Sulta and Oituz valleys. The Teuton success at the 
southern extremity of the Carpathian line was amplified, 
however, according to a Vienna communication of Jan. 2, 
asserting the steady progress of the troops under von 
Ruiz in the Zabala, Naruja and Putna valleys. in the 
Trotus valley, the scene of a strong Russian attack in 
December, Berlin, Jan. 2, announced the capture of 
Mount Faltucanu, as well as progress in the Bereck 
mountains and the Oituz and Susita valleys. The evi- 
dent threat contained in this even and widespread ad- 
vance down the Carpathian valleys was that the Teutons 
might shortly set foot along a wide front upon the Mol- 
davian plains, approaching Focsani from the north and 
west simultaneously. On Jan. 3 Berlin reported further 
advances.down the Susitza and Putna valleys, and in 
the hills between the Zabala valley and the lowland. ‘The 
Russians at the same time reported a successful defense 
along the section from the Kasino river to the Sulta, 
north of the zone of Teuton main pressure. 

Mackensen’s army group, operating in Wallachia, 
though it took momentarily the second place in the Rou- 
manian operations, continued its approach toward Foe- 
sani from the southwest and toward Braila further south. 
Gen. Krafft von Delmensingen, on the extreme left of the 
Ninth army, performed a movement northwest of Rim- 
niku-Sarat (Berlin, Dec. 29), by which he drove op- 
posing forces from Dumitresci, and assured the continuity 
of front_between the Ninth army and the Carpathian 
army. Petrograd claimed the repulse of attacks east of 
Rimniku-Sarat along the Buzeu-Focsani route, Dec. 29, 
but admitted the loss of Bordesci, a village on the Rimnik 
river the next day. According to Berlin, Dec. 31, the 
divisions of Kuehne and von Morgen were strongly op- 
posed northwest of Rimniku-Sarat, while the advance 
progressed further south. Bordesci, barely over ten miles 
southwest of Focsani, had evident importance for the 
Russians, who, according to Petrograd, promptly counter- 
attacked and recaptured the place. On Dec. 31 German 
progress on the north side of the Buzeu-Focsani route was 
resumed, and the defense driven back toward Forsani, 
closely pressed on Jan. 1 by the Teutons, who announced 
the capture of 1,300 prisoners. On Jan. 4 the Ninth 
army, Berlin announced, had reached Mera and Pinte- 
casti on the Milcovul river just south of Focsani. 

The advance of the Danube army toward Braila 
brought it before the strongly fortified Gurqueti-Ciucia 
line on Dec. 30, according to Berlin. An attack in the 
vicinity of Yanka Station, on the Buzeu-Braila railway, 
was repulsed according to Petrograd (Dec. 31). On the 
following day the Russians claimed they repulsed an at- 
tack on Comanula, eight miles west of Braila, whereupon 
the Teutons began to entrench. For the moment the 
mobile operations had come to a halt with the Russians 
driven back into a bridgehead position of limited front 
— perhaps for operations of a different order to re- 
uce it. 

The offensive of the Dobrudja army took on the 
character of a vigorous attack upon the field works of 
the Russian bridgehead position of Macin. On Dec. 29 
Petrograd admitted the loss of Racelu, on the left 
wing of the advanced position. The Bulgar-German 
forces on the following days concentrated their efforts 
on the right wing of the Russian position. On Jan. 1 
Berlin announced the capture of a position east of 
Macin, with 1,000 prisoners and four cannon. On the 
2d Berlin reported that assaults, in which the 9th 
Pomeranian regiment figured prominently, had driven 
the Russians back upon Macin itself. Macin was 
reached by the Teutons on the following day, accord- 
ing to Berlin, and the village of Jijila, some three miles 
to the north, a point of defense in the center of the 
Russian front running across the peninsula, was cap- 
tured. Petrograd, Jan. 3, reported the repulse of as- 
saults against the defended houses of Macin. 

The quiet of the Russian front from the Carpathians 
to Riga was hardly broken during the week. A small 
German offensive on Jan. 1, near Brody in Galicia, 
and Russian trench raids near Riga, Dvinsk and Stan- 
islau were the only operations reported. 

SERBIA, GREECE, ITALY, TURKEY. 

In Macedonia the Entente troops were active in the 
Monastir region, in the direction of Lake Ochrida, where 
they took the village of Meschishta, according to Paris, 
Dee. 30. British raiding parties on the Struma river, 
noted in the preceding weeks, continued, but without de- 
veloping any major movement —-* the Bulgars. The 
blockade of Greek ports by the Entente fleet was main- 
tained, awaiting the full compliance of the Greek Roy- 
list government with allied demands for the removal 
oF Greek troops from Thessaly. In Asiatic Turkey, 
Petrograd, Jan. 2, reported Russian scouting parties 
were again active, this time northwest of Kilkiz on the 
Caucasian front. 

On the Italian front, active artillery operations were 
reported daily by Rome, with Italian guns on the Carso 
directed mainly toward Castagnavizza and Austrian 
batteries aiming especially toward Gorizia.

Major Archibald Stewart Taylor, U.S.M-C., retired, 
died at 199 Elwood avenue, Newark, N.J., Jan. 1, 1917. 
He had been suffering from paralysis since 1914. He 
leaves a widow. Major Taylor was born in New Jersey 
Sept. 5, 1841, and entered the U.S.M.C., July 2, 1864. 
He was retired June 17, 1890, for disability incident to 
the service. 

Funeral services for Major. Powell Clayton, U.S.A., 
who died last week as result of injuries received when he 
fell from his horse during maneuvers at San Antonio, 
were held iin Washington, Jan. 2. Escort was formed 
by a detachment of the 2d Cavalry from Fort Myer which 
also, after the services in St. John’s church, escorted 
the remains to Arlington Cemetery for burial with mili- 
tary honors.

Capt. Percy M. Cochran, Quartermaster Corps, U.S.A., 
died at the base hospital in El Paso, Texas, Jan. 3, 1917, 
of pneumonia. He had been stationed at_the Quarter- 
master Depot there for several months. Captain Coch- 
ran was born in Florida, Aug. 19, 1873, and first joined 
the Army as a private in the 2d Infantry, Aug. 15, 1895. 
He was appointed a second lieutenant 7th Infantry, June 
22, 1898. He was promoted first lieutenant in 1899, 
was transferred to the 19th Infantry in 1903, was pro- 
moted captain 17th Infantry in July, 1903, and was 
detailed Q.M. in 1911. He was assigned the 14th 
Infantry in December, 1912, and was transferred to the 
17th Infantry in 1913, and to the Q.M.C. in 1916. 

Gen. Howard Carroll, formerly chief of Artillery, 
N.G.N.Y., a former correspondent of the New York 
Times, author, politician, and financier, died at his 
home in New York city, Dec. 31, 1916, after a brief 
illness. He was born in Albany, N.Y., in 1854. General 
Carroll studied in Germany and in Switzerland. He then 
entered newspaper work as a reporter, and a corres- 
pondent for the New York Times. President Chester A. 
Arthur offered General Carroll the place as his private 
secretary, an offer which was declined, as was likewise 
the post of Minister to Belgium. As a journalist, one 
of General Carroll’s notable feats was the reporting of 
the yellow fever epidemic in the South. He was a dele- 
gate to three Republican National conventions and was 
long prominent in the Republican politics of New York. 
General Carroll was married to Miss Caroline Starin, 
daughter of John H. Starin, of the Starin Transporta- 
tion Company, and had large business interests. As an 
author General Carroll wrote “A Mississippi Incident,” 
“Twelve Americans ; Their Lives and Times,’’ and several 
plays, one of which is “The American Countess.” Be- 
sides his wife, General Carroll leaves two sons, Alder- 
man Lauren Carroll and Arthur Carroll, and a daughter, 
Miss Caramia Carroll. His clubs were the Army and 
Navy, Knollwood, New York Yacht, Riding, Manhattan, 
Ardsley, Sleepy Hollow Country, and the Automobile 
Club of America. 

Brig. Gen. Edwin Louis Hayes, U.S.V., who cele- 
brated the ninety-seventh anniversary of his birth on 
Dec. 29, 1916, died Jan. 1, 1917, at his home in Verona, 
N.J. He suffered acute indigestion after eating heartily 
and physicians were unable to relieve him. With his 
daughter, Mrs. Elizabeth Hayes Graves, and his grand- 
daughter, Dorothy Linn, at the table with him at the 
dinner on Jan. 1, the General proposed this toast: 
“Here’s to you all! May you live to my age and may I 
live three years more!” General Hayes was born 
in Ellicotville, N.Y., and at the outbreak of the 
Civil War he was a captain in the Northwestern 
Rifles, being transferred later in the same year to the 
44th Lllinois Volunteers. He served with the 2d Brigade, 
3d Division, of the Western Department, and was pro- 
moted to major, lieutenant colonel, and colonel of the 
100th Ohio Infantry. During September, 1863, General 
Hayes was captured and sent to Libby Prison, where he 
was confined for eleven months, later being sent to Belle 
Isle and Andersonville prisons. While at Libby he helped 
to build the famous underground passage through which 
a number of Union men escaped, but was stricken with 
rheumatism, and was unable to avail himself of their 
chance for freedom. After his release General Hayes re- 
turned to the front, where Brigade Commanders Riley 
and Doolittle commended him for bravery at the battles 
of Franklin and Marshville. During January, 1865, he 
received the rank of colonel, later being brevetted briga- 
dier general for “meritorious services.” He resigned 
from the military service in 1865. President Lincoln 
appointed him reconstruction governor of North Caro- 
lina, where he held office for five months. Then General 
Hayes was sent to New York city to take charge of the 
confiscated property there. Following this, General’ Hayes 
founded a commission business in New York. He was 
one of the founders of the Republican Party, and one 
of the delegates to the convention that nominated Gen. 
John C. Fremont. General Hayes is survived by two 
daughters, Mrs. E. H. Graves and Mrs. Horton Farmes, 
and by a granddaughter and great-granddaughter. 

Capt. Henry F. Ladbury, of Company I, Connecticut 
N.G., shot himself through the heart in his private office 
at the state armory, New Britain, Conn., Dec. 30, 1916.

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RETIREMENT OF GENERAL SCRIVEN, U.S.A. 


Upon his own application after over forty-two years 
of distinguished service, Brig. Gen. George P. Scriven, 
U.S.A., Chief Signal Officer of the Army, will be placed 
on the retired list Feb. 14, 1917. In his letter to Secre- 
tary of War Baker requesting retirement, General Scri- 
ven said: 





“I have served on active duty for more than forty- 
two years, in the United States, the Philippine Islands, 
Cuba, Mexico, Guatemala, Salvador, Nicaragua, Costa 
Rica, Italy, Turkey, Russia and in China, during the 
Boxer troubles, and although I deeply regret leaving 


active service I believe that my work is done.” 

General Scriven was born in Pennsylvania Feb. 21, 
1854. He was graduated from the U.S.M.A. and promoted 
in the Army second lieutenant, 8th Infantry, June 14, 
1878. He was transferred to the 3d Artillery in June, 
1879, and remained in that command until December, 
1890, when he was appointed first lieutenant in the Sig- 
nal Corps. He had previously made an extended journey 
through Mexico, to gain a knowledge of its country and 
people, and it was on account of his most able recon- 
naissance work on this trip, that he was appointed in the 
Signal Corps. He reached the grade of lieutenant col- 
onel in July, 1904. During-his varied service he was 
among other duties at the U.S.M.A. as assistant profes- 
sor of French, was on duty in Guatemala, Salvador, 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica, under U.S. State Department, 
as Commissioner of Columbia Exposition, 1891-92. He 
was appointed military attaché to Mexico, 1893, and to 
Italy in October, 1894. He was with the U.S. Commis- 
sion at the coronation of the Emperor of Russia, in 1896, 
and was military attaché to Turkey and observer with 
the Turkish army, May-July, 1897. 

General Scriven was appointed major and signal officer 
of Volunteers in May, 1898, and was assigned to the 
staff of Major Gen. Wesley Merritt in his expedition to 
the Philippines. He was later military secretary to 
General Merritt when the latter was military governor 
of the Philippines. He was Signal Officer, Department 
of Cuba, and military secretary to the major general 
commanding in 1899. In October, 1899, he was ordered 
to duty again in the Philippines at his own request. He 
took part in the famous China relief expedition, in 1900, 
under General Chaffee and was its chief signal officer, 
and was recommended for the brevet of lieutenant colonel 
by General Chaffee for gallant conduct at Yangstun, 
Aug. 6, 1900, and at Pekin, China, Aug. 14 and 15, 1900. 


After serving in the Philippines he was assigned to duty . 


at Washington, and was.acting. chief. signal _otticer. of the 
Army at.various:interyais, and was on other-duties, and. 
then went to the Philippines again in-1909 as chief signal 
— His last assignment to duty: was-in. Washington, 


As Chief Signal Officer, Department of the East, from 
Dec. 14, 1904, to April 16, 1909, his duties were chiefly 
connected with the. fire-control installations of the Coast 
Artillery forts from Maine to the Capes of Virginia. 
Colonel Scriven-has received the.gold medal of the United 
Service Institution, for an essay on “The Nicaraguan 
Canal in its Military Aspeets,’’ republished by authority 
of the Senate of the United States; has written on the 
Panama Canal, also a book “published in 1908 by 
authority of the Signal. Office, War Department, “The 
Transmission of Military Information.’”’ General Scriven 
was appointed Chief Signal Officer of the Army in Feb- 
ruary, 1913, by President Taft, and* succeeded Brig. 
xen. James Allen on the latter’s retirement for age. 
General Scriven received very high official endorsements 
as‘to his ability from Generals’ Allen, Duvall, Chaffee, 
and others. Before entering West Point, General Scriven 
entered the University of Chicago and passed through the 
freshman year. He then left to study the profession of 
civil engineer at the Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute at 
Troy, N.Y., and passed through the first two years of 
the course at that institution, leaving to go to. West 
Point. 

The list of probable successors to General Scriven in- 
cludes only four officers—Lieut. Cols. William A. Glass- 
ford, Edgar Russell, George O. Squier and Charles McK, 
Saltzman. In view of the fact that Colonel Glassford 
will reach the statutory age for retirement on -April 11, 
1917, within a few weeks of General Scriven’s retire- 
ment, the list is narrowed down to three names, with 
Colonel Squier, senior officer, holding the best chances 
for selection, it is thought.

ARMY ITEMS. 

The Army transport Sheridan arrived at Manila, 
Jan. 1, with thirteen officers, and 299 casuals.

The experience of our troops in Texas shows that the 
tents under which they have been sheltered have a very 
short period of usefulness, owing to the characteristics of 
the chmate with its excessive dampness and its high 
winds. If the Government had anticipated the length of 
our Army’s stay there they would probably have found 
that wooden shelter would have been less expensive as 
well as more comfortable. 

With several members of a Signal Corps company, 
each carrying a mile of telephone wire on his back, 
of such fine texture that the rolls do not weigh more 
than a few pounds each, a new method of field communi- 
eation has been tested at Leon Springs, near San An- 
tonio, Texas. Officers under whose supervision and 
observation the tests were made, pronounced the system 
a success, and it was said that a favorable report would 
be made to the War Department, recommending the 
equipment of all Signal Corps units with the same 
apparatus. By attaching the outfits carried by_ the 
soldiers, a communicating system several miles long, 
over rough country, can be established, where access to 
the reel-wagons now in use would be impossible. 

Pvt. Albert A. Striegel, of the Q.M. Corps, U.S.A., 
was shot and killed Dec. 26 at Columbus, N.M., by a 
sentry. Streigel had been confined to the stockade on a 
charge of disorderly conduct. He had been given per- 
mission to go to his tent for blankets and was being 
taken there when the shooting occurred. The sentry 
claimed Streigel attempted to escape. The sentry was 
said to have called to Streigel three times to halt, and 
then fired. 

The 91st Company, Coast Art. Corps (now the 3d 
Company, Fort Kamehameha), Capt. M. P. Andruss 
commanding, in completing its small-arms target prac- 
tice for 1916 has established a record even more re-

In the coast defense rifle competition, 
held at Fort Kamehameha on Dec. 20, the 91st Com- 
pany carried off the honors, thereby winning a handsome 
trophy offered by the several post exchanges.

“The camp that serves as a model for the entire 
American Punitive Expedition has been constructed by 
the 16th Infantry, Col. W. H. Allaire commanding, at 
El Valle, San Buena Ventura, Mexico, the southern.

“The work has been done by the 
men themselves with the meager material available 
here and without a cent of Government aid.

separating the kitchen is pierced by openings through 
which the food is passed as the men file by with the 
mess kits at meal time. The mess hall, whieh adjoins 
the kitchen, contains benches and rough tables that ac 
commodate the entire company. After meals these 
benches are cleared and the mess hall becomes a 
recreation room, well heated by a huge fireplace and 
lighted by gasoline lanterns, oil lamps and candles. The 
recreation hall appeals especially to the men. Their 
sleeping quarters are too small to permit of the pres- 
ence of more than two men sitting or lying and heating 
them with anything but a can of hot ashes is almost im- 
possible. With their roofs of joined shelter tents, they 
are ideal for open-air sleeping, but that is all. Conse 
quently the recreation hall is always well filled at night.”

PROMOTION BY LENGTH OF SERVICE. 


There is a possibility that the resolution providing that 
promotion in the Army shall be based on length of ser- 
vice, which was introduced in the last session of Con- 
gress by Representative John Q. Tilson, of Connecticut, 
may be attached to the current Army Appropriation 
bill in the form of a rider. Mr. Tilson, on the reopen- 
ing of Congress after the holiday recess, declared his 
intention of making such an attempt. He also will, in 
all probability, introduce a second resolution with a 
view to clearing up certain features of the proposed 
promotion scheme which have seemed to cause some 
perplexity. Mr. Tilson is more than ever confirmed in 
his belief that promotion based on a definite length 
of service would end at once, and for all time, the semi- 
jealousy which exists between various departments. 

“In my opinion the most important Army legislation 
before Congress,” said Mr. Tilson, who served as a col- 
onel in the National Guard on the border, “is that which 
provides for basing promotion on the length of service, 
ZF am now studying the question with a view of simpli- 
fying the bill which I introduced in the last session of 
Congress. There are some provisions in my bill which 
complicate the question, and I will probably introduce 
another one dealing with it along the lines set forth in 
the statement published in the ARMy AND Navy Jovur- 

AL. 





“One of the greatest obstacles in the way of securing 
legislation for the Army has been the lack of harmony 
between the different branches of the Service. The 
plan proposed in my bill would do away with all of 
this and give Congress more confidence in the recom- 
mendations of the 
justly, perhaps, members of Congress generally view 
every recommendation that comes from the Army with 
a suspicion that it is a promotion project. With the 
proposed system of promotion this could not be alleged, 
as it would make no difference to officers which arm of 
the Service was increased or, as far as that is con- 
cerned, whether there was any increase in the entire 
Army. 

“The present system of promotion would interfere 
with the systematic development of any plan for uni- 
versal military service. Under universal military ser- 
vice the Regular Army stationed in the United States 
would become a training force for the citizen soldiers. 
It would, therefore, be necessary to develop some system 
by which officers would be separated from the Regular 
Army organization. Their promotion should not depend 
upon the strength of the Regular Army, but upon the 
length of service. “his is not only a just system of 
promotion, but it is in harmony with the development 
of national defense. I hope that the officers of the 
Regular Army will take this view of the situation in 
the referendum which the ARMY AND NAvy JouRNAL 
is now taking. I will read with interest the result 
of the canvass of the Service on this question.” 

We hope to be able to give in another week the state- 
ment of the results of this canvass thus far.

MACHINE-GUN CONTROVERSY. REVIEWED. 

“Secretary Baker appeared before the House Committee 
on Military Affairs on Jan. 4 for the declared purpose 
of giving the members of that body a final review of the 
recent machine-gun controversy. The review was com- 
prehensive, Secretary Baker taking his audience back to 
the initial tests held by a machine-gun board in 1903. 

“J think it highly important,” Mr. Baker explained, 
“that a clear idea be given this committee of the treat- 
ment accorded the machine gun question by the War 
Department.” No other single theme, he said, had re- 
eeived such extensive publicity while he had been “bom- 
barded by editorial and newspaper comment regarding the 
attitude of the Department.” : 

The Secretary of War then reviewed the entire con- 
troversy, giving a summary of the finding of the various 
boards up to and including the final special board ap- 
pointed by himself. He reiterated his belief in the fair- 
ness of this report. Regarding the charge that certain 
officials were prejudiced against the Lewis gun, he said 
that the Inspector General, Brig. Gen. E. A. Garlington, 
U.S.A., had investigated and reported that the charge 
was unfounded in fact. 

“When the National Guard was called out,” the Secre- 
tary told the committee, “one of the first recommenda- 
tions made to me by General Crozier was for the im- 
mediate purchase of a number of Lewis as they 
were manufactured in this country. We found that they 
were chambered only for the British type of ammunition 
and, although realizing the great drawback of having two 
kinds of ammunition in the Service, we decided to equip 
certain forces with this weapon, keeping it and the heavy 
type of automatic rifle as far separate as possible.” 

o expert, he declared, not even those who were con- 
fessedly exponents of the Lewis gun, would care to con- 
tradict the statement that the “Vickers machine gun is 
the best ‘heavy type’ automatic rifle in existence. to-day, 
and he called attention to the fact that the spent of the

THE ENTENTE’S REPLY TO GERMANY. 

The Entente Powers, including Belgium, France, Great 
Britain, Italy, Japan, Montenegro, Pertugal, Roumania, 
Russia and Serbia, issued their reply to the peace pro- 
posals of the Teutonic Powers on Dec. 30. After stat- 
ing that the Allied Powers deSired particularly te pro- 
test “against the two essential assertions of the notes of 
tLe exemy Powers that pretend to threw upon the Allies 
responsibility for the war and proclaim the victery of 
the Central Powers,” the reply declares “the allied na- 
tions have sustained for thir:- months a war they did 
evcrything to avoid,” and Jeseriber Germany's offer as 
a “sham proposal.” The ~eply continues: 

“At the present moment e sham offers on the pa 
of Germany rest on the war map of Europe alone, which 
represents nothing mere than a «superficial and passing 
phase of the situation and net the real strength of the 
pelligerents. A peace concluded upon those terms would 
be only to the advantage of the aggressors, who, after 
imagining that they would reach their goal-in two months, 
discovered after two years that they could never attain it. 
As for the future, the disasters caused by the German 
declaration of war and the innumerable outrages com- 
ritted by Germany and her allies against both belliger- 
ents and neutrals demand penalties, reparation and guar- 
antees. Germany avoids mention of any of these. In 
reality these overtures made by the Central Powers are 


nothing more than a calculated attempt to influence the - 


future course of war and to end it by imposing a German 
eace.” 

Their object, the note adds, is to create dissension in 
publie opinion in the allied countries, to stiffen public 
opinion in Germany and in the countries allied to her 
and “to deceive and intimidate public opinion in neutral 
countries.” ‘The note concludes : 

“Fully conscious ef the gravity of this moment, but 
equaity conscious of its requirements, the allied govern- 
ments, closely united te one another and in perfect sym- 
pathy with their peoples, refuse to consider a_ proposal 
which is empty and insincere. Once again the ies 
declare that ne peace is possible so long as they have not 
secured reparation fer violated rights and liberties, the 
recognition of the principle of nationality and of the free 
existence of small states, so long as they have not brought 
about a settlement. calculated to end once and for all 
forces which have constituted a perpetual menace to the 
nations, and to afford the only effective guarantee for 
the future security of the world.”

REPORT ON MUNITIONS MANUFACTURE. 

Exelusive manufacture by the Government of arms and 
munitions for the Army was disapproved in the report 
of a special board of three Army officers and two civilians 
sent to the Senate on Jan. 4 by Secretary of War Baker. 
Development of private sources of supply for use in case 
of war, in connection with Federal manufacture, was 
said te be a better policy, according to the board, whose 
inquiry was authorized in Sec. 121 of the National De- 
fense Act. ng the preparedness recommendations of 
the board were: . ’ 
_Enlargement of facilities, especially for manufacturing 
rifles, of the Rock Island (Ill.) Arsenal. Equipment of 
all arsenals with modern machinery. 

Standardization in arsenals and private plants, for the 
latter’s conversion in time of war for Federal purposes, 
of tools, gauges and other equipment used in manufac- 
turing arms and munitions. 

Accumulation by the Government of at least one year’s 

supply of all manufacturing material not found in the 
continental United States. 
_ For exclusive Federal manufacture of arms and muni- 
tions, the estimated cost of plants needed in time of 
peace was put at $52,000,000; during war such plants 
would eost $927,000,000.

Lieut. Comdr. William C. Watts, U.S.N., was nomi- 
nated by President Wilson on Jan. 3, 1917, for the office 
of Judge Advocate General of the Navy to succeed Comdr. 
Ridley McLean, who applied for sea duty recently. Lieu- 
tenant Commander Watts, who will have the rank of 
captain in his new office, has been on duty aboard the 
battleship Michigan, as executive office. He is known 
to be exceptonally well versed in law, and during the in- 
vestigation at the Naval Academy, in 1915, he was ap- 
pointed judge advocate of the court of inquiry. The 
manner in which he conducted the inquiry received the 
unqualified approval of the Navy Department. He was 
born Feb. 14, 1880, in Pennsylvania, and was appointed 
to the Navy Sept. 22, 1894. Commander Watts up to 
January, 1917, has performed close on thirteen years’ 
sea duty, and eight years and eight months of shore 
duty.

In the last fortnight of the year, 2,517 nren en- 
rolled, a decrease of 700 in comparison with the preced- 
ing two weeks. 
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BRING PERSHING BACK. 

The refusal of General Carranza to agree to. the pro- 
tocol prepared and signed by the members of the joint 
Mexican-American Commission at Atlantic City on Noy. 
24 last, which fact was announced by Secretary Lane on 
Jan. 2, apparently brings the negotiations of this com- 
mission to a fruitless end. Two positive conditions re- 
main. as the result of the most mortifying international 
complication the United States has ever entered into. 
One of these is the fact that Carranza’s firmness in hold- 
ing to a policy absolutely necessary to him if he was to 
succeed in his personal ambitions to rule Mexico, no 
matter what the cost to the country, is seemingly a win- 
ning plan. The other is that General Pershing’s Punitive 
Expedition is still in Mexico. Only it is the officers and 
men of the Army who are beinggpunished as a result 
of the expedition, not Villa or his bandits in pursuit of 
whom General Pershing was sent into Mexico nine months 
ago. 

That we can do nothing to bring conditions to a better 
pass within Mexico itself seems patent. In any case 
whatever the future may bring in this regard we are 
making no progress in our paternalistic attitude toward 
the neighboring republic at present. The report that the 
Government proposes to send Henry P. Fletcher as the 
American Ambassador to Mexico City would indicate that 
the United States proposes to aecept the Carranza régime 
as a stable government, and is to turn over a fresh page 
in the history of our relations with that country. <A fresh 
page, it may be remarked, will at least have the refresh- 
ing quality of being unsoiled and unspoiled by any records 
of failures and mistakes. 

Of the other fact left outstanding after the close of our 
futile negotiations with the Mexican commissioners, the 
presence of General Pershing’s command in the country 
south of the Rio Grande, that is something we can change 
for the better. They are our own troops and responsible 
solely to us. Equally so are we responsible to them. And 
it is grossly unfair for this country to permit its sol- 
diers to be kept any longer in a situation where they 
can do no good, owing to the dead hand of statecraft’s 
control which has pinned them to one spot since the end 
of June after the Carrizal fight. We have to face one 
mortification in the apparent triumph of Carranza’s 
diplomacy over ours. Are we to face another through 
seeing United States troops left in the anomalous posi- 
tion of being on a “punitive expedition” in a country 
with which we are at peace? 

The answer to this is plain. We must bring General 
Pershing and his men back from Mexico. They have done 
their work well and in the light of cold truth are being 
punished for doing it. If any of our civilian readers have 
the impression such a statement is too strong let them 
consider these facts: Before General Pershing led his 
men into Mexico, a fortnight after the Columbus raid of 
March 9 last, the Regular Army forces had been on the 
border for five years. Owing to the enormous distances 
the officers would have to travel in many cases to reach 
their homes, the usual leave of absence was scarcely long 
enough to allow for the journey to and from the border. 
Within the past year leave of absence has been cut 
down to fifteen days, although the British army, en- 
gaged in the greatest war of history, can give its officers 
an annual leave of thirty days and even longer under 
special circumstances. Moreover, our officers have had to 
meet the constantly increasing cost of food and the rise 
in rents, and against this, since July 1, the commutation 
granted for light and heat has been rescinded, so that an 
officer who was allowing from $30 to $35 a month for 
rent in his personal budget is now paying from $45 to 
$50 for his quarters “at the front.” In addition to this 
many officers and men and their dependents lost hun- 
dreds of dollars’ worth of personal belongings in the Gal- 
veston and Texas City hurricane which they had to re- 
place out of their own pockets to keep up the conventional 
habits of life without any recompense from the Govern- 
ment. Expenses have gone up with no increase of pay to 
meet them. And it is no secret in the Army that the prob- 
lem of living to those officers on duty in Mexico has as- 
sumed a phase where economies of the most drastic kind 
have to be practiced to keep personal budgets within the 
limits of Army pay. 

No officer nor man in the Regular Army would com- 
plain over active service in Mexico if it were active. But 
the trouble with the punitive expedition is that it can 
perform no free acts which should be the absolute right 
of any such military command. Our troops are enduring 
all the hardships of active service, in addition to which 
they must have the-mortifying sense that they are in the 
plight of refractory school boys who have been ordered 
to stay within bounds. It is a certainty that their with- 
drawal from Mexico could work no possible harm to that 
eountry nor to ours. If they were withdrawn and re- 
stored to duty along the border some situation might de- 
velop which would convince the civilians of the United 
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States that the proper policy to maintain for our Regular 
Army is the one the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL has ad- 
yoeated. for years. This.is that we should return to the 
principle established by President Grant and continued by 
President Hayes of allowing the Regular Army to manage 
the patrol of the Mexican borders as soldiers would do it, 
and not according to civilian ideals which are as unstable 
as water. If our Government had decided that the prin- 
ciple of border control laid down by those two soldier 
Presidents was to be our absolute guide in this whole 
matter, and had maintained it as a fixed policy ever 
since, it is unlikely that we should ever have had so 
mortifying an experience as the one that now rankles in 
the hearts of all Americans worthy of the name.

INCREASE THE GENERAL STAFF CORPS. 


It is obvious that there are two features of the Na- 
tional Defense Act which need radical revision. These 
are the sections affecting the General Siaff Corps and the 
National Guard as a Federal force. In comparison with 
the very large general staff corps of foreign countries 
the present numerical strength of our general staff is 
pitifully small. The recommendation that it should com- 
prise ninety-four members made to the previous session 
of Congress was not taken seriously by our highest legis- 
lative body. The result of this was that when the Na- 
tional Defense Act appeared in its final form the General 
Staff had been limited in number to fifty-four, while the 
secondary bad feature of the act materially affected the 
future activities of the Staff, this being the limiting of the 
strength of the General Staff on duty in Washington to 
one-half its membership. Of course Congress could not 
grant even the increase it did at once. The additional 
eighteen officers are to come by increments within the 
next five years. 

The feature of the Defense Act that most sericusly 
crippled the General Staff became an immediate concern 
to Secretary Baker and his long opinion as to its fune- 
tions was printed in this paper in its issue of Nov. 18 
last. But that opinion only was concerned with one of 
its weak features, ard had no concern with the increase 
of the size of the General Staff. Moreover, it is quite 
within the province of another secretary to reverse tis 
opinion, and place the Geré@eal Staff in the position it 
was before Mr. Baker made his very liberal definition 
of its administrative powers. What Congress should do, 
and do at once, is to recast these sections of the Defense 
Act so that there should be no doubt for all future time 
as to just what the status of the General Staff is. Then it 
would cease to be the football of ill-considered legislation. 

Both Secretary Baker and Major Gen. Hugh L. Scott, 
Chief of Staff, U.S.A., have called the attention of Con- 
gress to these needs of the General Staff in their annual 
reports. General Scott made a strong appeal both for the 
increase in the personnel of the staff corps and for the 
repeal of the provision of law limiting the number of offi- 
cers on duty in Washington. General Scott asked for an 
immediate increase of the staff to ninety-two officers. Of 
the restricting clause, i.e., the one limiting the number 
of officers on duty in Washington, the Chief of Staff said 
in his report: “It is needless to say that this provision, 
by its reduction of the available officers for the General 
Staff work at the War College, has militated seriously 
against the work of preparing the country for any emer- 
gency of war. The law limiting the President in the num- 
ber of General Staff officers he can order to duty in Wash- 
ington gives us fewer officers here than at any time in 
the history of the organization, and at the most im- 
portant time of our military development. Just what 
end of military efficiency it was proposed to serve there- 
by it is impossibie to conjecture. In the interest of 
progress in military preparedness it is recommended that 
all the restriction placed in the National Defense Act 
be removed and the General Staff in number be fixed as 
proposed in the National Defense Act as it first passed 
the Senate.” 

In addition to these recommendations, which are the 
result of a recognition of what the country needs 
owing to, the military situation it may have to face any 
day, and which recommendations Secretary Baker thor- 
oughly approves, the Chief of Staff appeared before the 
House Committee on Military Affairs, on Dec. 20, and 
advocated the immediate increase in the personnel of the 
General Staff to ninety-two officers, and the giving of 
wider discretionary powers to the Chief of Staff to 
provide for extensive war plans, and the gathering of 
foreign military information. The General Staff, in 
addition to its numerous routine duties, now has placed 
upon its shoulders another heavy burden. This is to 
replace the National Guard system with a plan for uni- 
versal military service in this country. And yet Con- 
gress is not alive to the demands made by such a task. 
It apparently proposes to let the underofficered General 
Staff get through with that work as best it may, no 
matter how urgent the need is for haste in completing 
the plan for such a system, the most radical and im- 
portant ever put before the country. 

To give the Army such a General Staff as General 
Scott has asked for, and of which Secretary Baker 
thoroughly approves, would be the first and most im- 
portant step in legislation toward giving to the United 
States the proper military policy which, in these days 
of almost universal warfare, it so urgently needs. For, 
we have it on the authority of President Wilson, this is 
probably the last war in which our country will not be 
a belligerent. As Secretary Root said in his statement 
before the House Committee on Military Affairs, Dec. 13, 
1902: “Neither our political nor our military system 
makes it suitable that we should have a General Staff 








organized like the German general staff, or like - the 
French general staff, but the common experience of man- 
kind is that the things which those General Staffs do, 
have to be done in every well-managed and well-directed 
army, and they have to be done by a body of men es- 
pecially assigned to do them. We should have such a 
body of men selected and organized in our own way and 
in accordance with our own system to do these essential 
things. The most intelligible way to describe such a 
body of men, however selected and organized, is by call- 
ing it a General Staff, because its duties are staff duties 
and are general in their character.”

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MANUFACTURE OF MUNITIONS. 


In connection with the testimony of General Crozier, 
Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., before the Committee on 
Military Affairs of the House on Jan. 2, that the prices 
of all grades and sizes of ammunition have increased 
materially during the past year, it will be recalled that 
the latest reports from the Government arsenals show a 
like situation. The cost of manufacturing rifle ammuni- 
tion, for instance, rose from $25 per thousand to $36 
per thousand in the past twelve months. This decided 
increase is explained by the augmented cost of raw ma- 
terials. Not only cotton, but the very necessary acids 
and alcohol have joined with: every-day articles of sub- 
sistence in the upward march. Money is available 
for the purchase during the fiscal year of a war supply 
of nitrates, and the providing of storehouses for its stor- 
age. It is estimated that thirty millions pounds of this 
material will be held in reserve. Estimates have been 
laid before Congress for adding to this supply during 
the next fiscal year. The limit which may be stored 
is governed solely by. the amount deemed to be nec- 
essary. The wisdom of the enlargement of the nitrate 
plant at Indian Head Powder Factory in 1915 at a cost 
of $180,000 already has been shown. Under the improved 
conditions this plant turned out a supply adequate for 
the powder factory for six months, at a cost of only 
$270,000. The lowest price under competitive bidding 
for the same amount would have been nearly $630,000. 
Accepting these figures as precisely accurate, it would 
seem that enough was saved to pay for the addition to the 
plant twice-over. General Crozier brought up the high 
cost of bullets in explaining an item of $15,000,000 in 
the 1918 Army estimates for reserve ammunition. By 
June 30, 1917, he said, the store of small-arms ammuni- 
tion on hand will reach the 400-million round mark, or 
double that on hand last June. General Crozier said he 
hoped to have within two years the two billion rounds 
necessary as a reserve for an Army of 1,000,000 men. 
The effect of the increased use of machine guns was also 
commented on in the hearings. Against the reserve store 
of 1,300 rounds, deemed necessary for each rifle, a re- 
serve of 27,000 is estimated for every machine gun. 

American manufacturers of arms and munitions of 
war are not greatly disturbed by the report that the 
orders they formerly received are now going to Canada. 
They will have their share in the profits of these orders 
through the sub-letting of contracts necessitated by 
Canada’s present poverty in manufacturing resources, as 
compared with the United States. Three-quarters of an 
order of $90,000,000 sent to Canada a year or more ago 
came to this country by sub-letting, and the Canadian 
Company reported to-have received an order amounting 
to $200,000,000 is a branch of an American concern.

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“ARMED SHIP” ISSUE MUST BE SETTLED. 


Indications grow stronger daily that the question of 
what attitude the United States shall take toward a 
heavily armed merchant marine of a belligerent nation 
must soon be considered and, once-for-all, settled. The 
recent report, so widespread and so persistent as to 
suggest at least a quasi-official origin, that England in- 
tended arming practically her entire merchant fleet 
seemed to bring the question to a point where it could 
not be longer ignored. To all outward appearances, 
however, it was ignored by the State Department, al- 
though thinking men had realized many months before 
that the issue was a live one and would so remain to 
the end of the war. 

Now comes Japan’s official request for information 
as to whether this Government has any regulations pro- 
hibiting the use by armed merchantmen of the Panama 
Canal. Under the Government’s interpretation that 
defensive armament does not deprive a merchantman 
of her peaceful “character” and all the rights and per- 
quisites appertaining thereto, it would seem that there 
can be no regulations blocking such vessels from the 
use of the canal. ; 

The request is, however, taken in Washington to in- 
dicate a fear, probably based on some secret informa- 
tion, that the German submarine war is about to be 
widened to a far greater area and to be carried out on 
a more extensive scale than heretofore. If this is the 
case we may hear ere long of torpedoings up to the 
very edge of the three-mile zone off the canal entrances, 
In such a case the use of the canal by armed trading 
vessels would undoubtedly be brought up and, through 
this phase, the entire question. President Wilson’s 
proclamation of Nov. 13, 1914, setting forth the regu- 
lations which should be in force to safeguard the neu- 
trality of the big ditch, declared that any ship, bellig- 
erent or neutral, if employed by a belligerent as a trans-’ 
port, fleet auxiliary, or otherwise to aid hostilities, 
should come under the same restrictions that governed 
warships. Japan has been one of the largest users of 








the canal, the records showing that last August cargoes 
passing through under her flag totalled 32,000 tons, 


September 27,000 and October £4,000. In the last given 
month Japan ranked third among the nations using the 
Canal. r : 

The reported threat by’ Great Britain of a general 
arming of her merchantmen was not taken as seriously 
as it might have been if well posted naval authorities 
had not realized the practical difficulties which inter- 
vened. Leaving out of the question all reference to the 
legality of the step, with the attendant changes in treat- 
ment accorded her ships by neutrals, the production of 
sufficient guns would have been a tremendous task. 
There are afloat under the British flag at least 4,000 
vessels of more than 2,000 tons each. Allowing just 
four guns each, there would be a demand for 16,000 
naval rifles—no negligible item even if the British fac- 
tories have progressed to the point described by so 
many enthusiastic correspondents. The number of 
trained men necessary for each piece is open to argu- 
ment, but certainly two skiHed gunners would be a mini- 
mum. In this case no léss than\32,000 would be re- 
quired. 

Some critics in this country have expressed the be- 
lief that should England take such a step, the result 
would be that the United States Government would be 
immediately relieved of the “armed merchantman” 
issue. This view is based upon the belief that the 
frank arming of cargo and passenger vessels, fore and 
aft, would take them out of the category of those carry- 
ing “defensive” armament, as described in the notes to 
Germany. 

It is altogether probable that ere Iong German sub- 
marines will be establishing, what will amount to a 
virtual blockade of American ports, sinking vessels 
carrymg grain or other supplies to British or French 
ports. Over two months ago we received and published 
information from abroad showing the intention of the 
German government greatly to-increase its submarine 
activities. The action of the German U-53 in sinking 
two neutral and three British ships off the Massachu- 
setts coast was evidently a feeler preliminary to more 
extensive operations on the same line. Referring to 
the part taken by vessels of our Navy in rescue work 
at the time of the German raid a U.S. Navy officer said: 

“It was exasperating for us to stand by and witness 
this cold-blooded work of. destruction, and the jeopard- 
izing of innocent lives. It was fortunate, I think, for 
the U-53 that her commander did not attempt any rude 
or threatening action towards those of our destroyers 
that happened to be in his way a little, during a portion 
of the torpedo operation. Had he done so, I am certain 
that some vigorous action would instantly have followed 
in which the U-53 would have suffered.” 





In its rejoicing over the “good news from Washing- 
ton” that “there will be no military legislation of any 
kind at this short session, save what is necessary to 
carry out the purposes of the National Defense Act,” the 
New York Evening Post takes this curious stand regard- 
ing the proposed plan to introduce universal military 
training. “If, as Mr. Lansing suggested,” the Pest ob- 
serves, “we are ourselves getting nearer to being dragged 
into the war, it would be the utmost folly to attempt 
to initiate a system now which would take years to 
work out and call for far greater administrative ability 
than has ever been displayed in the War Department 
or any of its bureaus. If.we are not going to get into 
the war, it is of the utmost importance that the country 
should not be stampeded into conscription without the 
most careful consideration of all that it means, socially, 
morally, economically.” In other words, if we are going 
to get into the present war we can’t institute universal 
military training now, and if we are not going to get 
into war, universal military training doesn’t seem worth 
while. The inherent national profit from the adoption of 
training does not seem to come within the purview of 
the Post’s ideas on this subject. :

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The article, “A French View of Our Navy,” from our 
Paris correspondent, printed on page 602 of this issue, is 
of unusual interest at the present time and holds a moral 
up to us that is well worth the country’s while to heed. 
That the French naval authorities see the American navy 
put in second place among the great Powers by Jan. 1, 
1918, if our present building program is carried out, is 
an appreciation we should take pride in. The statement 
also contains this moral, that we should see to it there 
be no slowing down in the vigor with which we con- 
tinue building new warships. Our correspondent’s re- 
ports of Gallic opinion of the 16-inch gun contains kernels 
of truth that are obviously found in a profound study 
of the naval battles of the present war. 


The midsummer maneuvers of the Atlantic Fleet, 
which had been ordered to begin Aug. 20, will be post- 
poned for two or three days beyond that date. Secretary 
of the Navy Daniels will issue the orders necessary for 
this change so that a part of the fleet may participate in 
the national encampment of the G.A.R. in Boston, begin- 
ning Aug. 19. Ships which are detached for such par- 
ticipation will be directed to rejoin the fleet after a two- 
day stay in Boston Harbor.

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A FRENCH VIEW OF OUR-NAVY. 
(From our Paris Correspondent.) - 

Muth attention ‘is being devoted in France to the Ameri- 
can shipbuilding program, a twofold result of French 
traditional sympathy for the great sister republic of the 
New World, and of high regard of Paris experts for the 
go-ahead and resoureeful American constructors who so. 
often in the past have led the way in maritime archi- 
tecture. It is first noted that the remarkable activity 
United States dockyards have displayed of late will 
shortly have the effect of modifying the actual hierarchy 
of naval powers, placing America not only before France, 
but also before Germany. Reckoning only dreadnoughts, 
the U.S. Atlantic Fleet, under Admiral Mayo, is acknowl- 
edged to represent, in aggregate tonnage and gun power,'a 
force superior to the first French armée navaile, under 
Admiral Dartige du Fournet, now in Greek waters. On 
one side, six Texas-Pennsylvanias and eight Wyoming- 
Michigans, mounting altogether sixty-four guns of 14- 
inch and eighty of 12-inch; and on the other three Bre- 
tagnes, four Barts and six Dantons, arraying thirty 
guns of 13.4-inch, seventy-two of 12-inch and seventy-two 
of 94-inch. The latter caliber, if the experience of the 
British Warriors in the Jutland fight is anything to go 
by, is rather too weak for the long battle ranges of to- 
day. The future can but imcrease the American margin 
of superiority, the Paris Admiralty having made no 
secret of its intention to delay work in the four Nor- 
mandies now completing afloat with a view to concentrat- 
ing its resources on the construction of light, vessels and 
of. contre-sousmarins. Should the actual rate of Ameri- 
can production obtain next year, the United States Battle 
Fleet on Jan. 1, 1918, will, it is estimated, excel the 
Gallic fleet by one-third and-be also distinctly superior 
te the German fleet which, besides having lost half'a 
dezen important units off Jutland, has up to date, so far 
as is known, no equivalents, for offensive and defensive 
power, to the fine Pennsylvanias and New Yorks. Thus, 
the Wilson Administration, under the pressure of Euro- 
pean events, will have brought the American Navy: to the 
second rank. ' , J 

Some experts go further and contend that with the new 
program thie United States fleet will rank first, so far 
as calibers, speeds and other qualities of offense are con- 
cerned. The adoption of 16-inch guns the majority here 
hold to be a move in the right direction and worthy of 
imitation. The new United States battleships will be in 
a position to secure the benefit of the first blows against 
all comers, and as a corresponding advance is to be made 
with their armor, they will outclass all the actual so- 
called super-dreadnoughts armed with. the 13.5, 14 and 
15-inch ordnance. The big gun, on land as well as at 
séa, is the “arbitre des batailles,” though there are a few 
yet to contend that the remarkable success of the German 
12 and 11-inch battle cruisers against the British Queen 
Mary, Indefatigable and. Invincibles suggest the pre- 
dominance of volume and concentration of the fire over 
mere caliber. In other words, a salvo of three or four 
shells of 12-inch simultaneously striking the side of a 
ship will do more damage than successive blows. by 
heavier weapons. Up to the present, the 15-inch British 
Warspites, of which so much was expected, have failed to 
vindicate the superiority of the bigger gun. 

The 35-knot United States battle cruisers, scouts and 
destroyers are the object of unreserved admiration as the 
most powerful “instruments de grande guerre” ‘yet de- 
signed, admirably suited to ocean warfare, permitting 
prompt protection to be brought to any part of the im- 
mense coast line of the States and of their possessions. 
The value of speed has been fully demonstrated in the 
course ef the war, especially when united to gun power 
and radius of action, though it has the grave defect from 
the French standpoint to entail what is now deemed by 
many unnecessarily large size and cost. The war has 
gone some way to demonstrate the soundness of Construc- 
ter Laubeuf’s contention that only three powers need 
what can be termed ocean fleets, namely, the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan. Outside of submarine 
activity, the naval war in Europe has dwindled down to 
a series of coastal operations by flotillas, and the present 
demand of French seamen is for suitable instruments of 
action against hostile coasts and bases, to be made as 
little vulnerable to underwater weapons as is practicable, 
which means reduced size and draught in cruisers and 
destroyers, specially constructed monitors and an ample 
provision of handy seaplanes of bombardment, 

There is both in France and in England an intense 
desire for a more aggressive policy. The rather passive 
réle the British navy has played up to the present has 
been the object of bitter and apparently justified criti- 


cisms in the House of Commons. The fear of risks has, 
of late, been making a desert of the North Sea. and it 
looks as if a superior battle fleet were no longer the de- 


cisive argument and the safe investment it used to be. 
Péssimistic assertions of this sort, remarks the Naval and 
Military Record (page 724), are the outcome of a mis- 
understanding of the true conditions of the command of 
the sea as it appears in the light of historical experience. 
During the four years that followed her triumph at 
Hogue (where eighty-eight Anglo-Dutch ships defeated 
forty-four), England could not prevent French privateers 


capturing or sinking 4,200 British merchantmen, and 
Trafalgar did not deter the Linois, Baudin and Willau- 
mez squadrons from putting to sea and doing a consid- 
erable amount of mischief at the expense of British 
trade. The fact is the mastery of the water has never 
been enforced so completely as it is at the present mo- 


ment. At the same time it is felt the trident of Neptune 
has not been used to full advantage, and Paris journals 
especially, keep reminding us of those old rules of the 
art of war that defense is invariably more costly and less 


profitable than offense, and that inferiority in aggressive 
spirit is the worst inferiority of all. 

For these reasons the situation is not likely to remain 
long stationary at sea. The Germans themselves appear 


anxious for action, as shown by their recent destroyer 
raids in the-channel and in the Baltic, which proved a 


further illustration of the value of speed and might have 
produced substantial results, had not German flotilla 
commanders turned tail too soon before attaining their 


object. The Kaiser’s navy, though otherwise highly effi- 
cient, is seen to be paralyzed at every turn by pre-occupa- 
tions of a defensive order. Von Spee at the Falklands, 
Hipper at Dogger Bank, Von Scheer off Jutland, only 
thought of making good their escape and saying their 
ships as soon as they saw the odds were against them. 
With the exception of Coronel, where. both sides were 
pretty well matched, no fight to a finish in this war be- 
tween squadrons of unequal strength, and up to the pres- 
ent with the possible exception of the dashing Admiral 
Beatty, no naval. genius of the Nelson or Suffren class 
has as yet revealed himself, which may be a consequence 
of the unexpected turn naval operations have taken. 
Freach seamen, for instance, had made themselves’ pro- 
ficient -with the.gun, probably miore proficient than ‘they 
have ever been in any previous war, only to find to their

stead to the torpedo, mine and aerial machine. 
The important. question to -be ‘decided shortly: is whether .

A new. ma- 
tériel, new methods are wanted, all of which are now in 
the making. Big guns on unsinkable platforms supported 
by swarms of seaplanes rising from unsinkable mother 
ships, by no means an impossible problem, such might be 
in the end the decisive allied argument against the im- 
prisoned Germanic battle fleets, though the latter might 
happen ‘to be driven out of their shelters by the pressure 
of the allied armies, notably the Austrian fleet in Pola. 
The Paris Admiralty, now under an energetic ad- 
miral, is keeping pace with progress. A new department 
has been entrusted with the construction of ~dirigibles 
and hydravions every day more in demand on the part of 
those responsible for the safety of our ports and fleets. 
A submarine school has been founded at Toulon that will 
supply our ever-growing underwater flotilla with the right 
personnel both in the matter of quality and quantity. 
Submarine designs have of late benefited with revolu- 
tidnary improvements and France has nothing to envy 
Germany in this line.

In no state was the National Guard prepared to take 
the field at once, the report states. In most cases this 
unpreparedness was mainly due to the faulty system 
under which the National Guard is organized, supplied, 
and controlled. In others, the state authorities were 
partially responsible. 

All states in the Central Department have, theoreti- 
eally; adopted the physical standard prescribed for the 
Regular Army. Practically no effort has been made 
in any state to enforce or properly apply this standard 
in enlisting men for the National Guard. The per- 
centages of rejection upon physical examination held 
after muster into the United States Service are as fol- 
lows: Colorado, 10 per cent.; Illinois, 11 per cent.; 
Indiana, 21 per cent.; Iowa, 8 per cent.; Kansas, 16 
per cent.; Michigan, 15 per cent.; Minnesota, 13 per 
cent.; Missouri, 12 per cent.; Nebraska, 15 per cent.; 
North Dakota, 12 per cent:; Ohio, 26 per cent.; South 
Dakota, 11 per cent.;. Wisconsin, 17 per cent.; Wyo- 
ming, 25 per cent. In a number of individual companies 
the percentage of rejections ran from 30 to 35 per cent. 
and higher. 

In many states—notably in Colorado, Minnesota, 
South Dakota, and Wyoming—the various units of 
state organizations. were not up to minimum strength, 
or were so close to minimum strength that the discharge 
of the physically disqualified brought them in many 
cases far below the minimum... This lack of strength 
was in many cases a cause of delay in assembling, and 
of still greater delay before the troops, after arrival at 
camp, could be considered even reasonably ready for the 
field. The Wyoming battalions: were still below mini- 
mum strength on July 31, when they were.sent to the 
border... In Colorado. it,.was so_ difficult to get recruits 
that many units, months after their assembly, weré still 
little more than “skeleton organizations. The Wiscon- 
sin. trops, as ‘a whole, were, upon date of ealj, better 
equipped for immediate service than were the troops of 
any other state. The contrast between the Wisconsin 
troops and those of some of the’ other states, with refer- 
ence. to completeness of equipment, was if many cases 
very marked. 

“The position of. inspector-instructor should be abol- 
ishéd,” General Barry says. “There shotld be two 
classes of officers on regular duty with the National 
Guard; one, instructors, and the othér, inspectors. An 
instructor should be assigned from the Regular. Army 
to each regiment, or other independent unit of the Na- 
tional Guard.’ When suitable mobilization camps are 
selected and the administrative staff of such camps, 
composed of regular officers, assisted by staff officers 
and non-commissioned officers of the National Guard, 
there would be no necessity for taking instructors ‘away 
from their reginients in order to perform staff duties at 
mobilization camps just at the time when their services 
are most needed with. their organizations. The instruc- 
tor should accompany the organization wherever it 
goes; and might be given suitable rank therein when 
the organization is called into Federal service. 

“Inspectors of the i National Guard should be care- 
fully selected from officers on the active list of the Regu- 
lar Army. They should be assigned to departmént head- 
quarters, and their sole duty ‘should be: to’ inspett the 
National Guard organizations within the department 
and the instructors thereof. Only by having these two 
classes—instructors and inspectors—will it be possible 
to’ make anythihg like an efficiéht machine out of ‘the 
yarious and varying units- of the: National’ Guard: 

“The chief lesson taught by the mobilization of the 
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National Guard in 1916 is the utter itnpoadibility “of 
maintaining an efficient military machine under the dual 
control, of. the. state -and national governments. It, has 
also. brought. home to ,us very. forcibly the futility of 
prescribing .rules and: regulations tobe followed by the 
National Guard when ‘the Fedéral Govérnment has ‘no 
power to enforce these rules and regulations. The en- 
tire mobilization émphasizes .the ibsolute necessity of 
some form of universal training and service and of hav- 
ing the military forces of ‘the. country under sole Fed-' 
eral control at all times. Voluntary service is undemo- 
cratic, unreliable,’ and expensive, while divided. control 
means divided responsibility and consequent inefficiency, 

“No advantage whatever was derived either by Fed- 
eral or state Government ‘from laving organizations  re- 
port at mobilization camps’ with a fictitious’ strengtli 
caused by the influx of hastily.enlisted and physically 
unfit recruits. Under the law, however, if was neces- 
sary that all such men (even though absolutely and 
evidently unfit for service), having..once been enlisted 
by state authorities, should at Federal expense be trans- 
ported to the mobilization camp, fed, cared for, and 
paid for a period of time varying from a few days to 
several weeks, examined ‘physically, which took time’ and 
required the services of.a large number. of medical. offi- 
cers, only to be then discharged and returned to their. 
homes. This expensive procedure was necessarily fol- 
lowed out in the case of over 9,000 National Guards- 
men in this department alone. The money necessarily 
paid out for them by the Federal Government was abso- 
lutely wasted. 

“I recommend that the officers and enlisted men of the 


_ National Guard .\be examined physically. at least once ‘a 


year by medical officers of the United States Army, and 
that men found physically unfit be discharged at once. 

“Some modification should “be madé im the physical 
requirements for admission of National Guard: Officers 

men when the -organizations . are...transferred...to 
Kederal service: :: It is unreasonable ito require. the same 
physical standard of a field officer. of twenty: years’.,ser- 
vice as is required for a young recruit. Many excellent 
officers cannot pass the required eye test without their 
glasses, but can see perfectly with glasses. Regulations 
should be prepared showing the. deviation’ from the 
standard permitted under certain’ circtimstances,: ‘The 
requirements should also be modified for officers ' and 
men of mature years and long service. 22 
“If the National Guard” is’ in any sense of the word 
to be what its ‘name implies, steps must be taken to 
obviate discharging, after the Guard is called out, ‘ti 
large proportion of the enlisted men on account of their 
dependent families or for other reasons. Members of 
the Guard who, in time of peace, become residents of 
another state, should be at oncé discharged. The ¢com- 
pany rolls should contain the names of only such men 
as are actually doing service with the Guard, when. called 
out in time of national emergency. The appointment of 
officers selected, either directly or indirectly, by the 
men’ whom they are to cosimand is a vital fault still 
existing in many states. ao ‘ 

“The fact that, as a rule, fully one-third of the mem- 
bers of the various organizations were, upon muster in, 
untrained recruits or men of but a few months’ service 
made it impossible to regard any unit as properly 
trained. The influx of raw recruits at any.time cuts 
down very greatly the efficiency even of well. trained 
Regular organizations. In the case of National Guard 
organizations it is especially necessary that- in time of 
emergency such influx be not permitted, and they should 
not be accepted into Federal service unless up to mini- 
mum strength at time of call. 

“There is but one conclusion to be drawn from what 
goes before, and that is that the National Guard as now 
dually organized and administered is not: efficient or <de- 
pendable, cannot be made so in any. reasonable time, and 
it should therefore remain solely as a state force, under 
state control and for state purposes, except as other- 
wise provided in the Constitution. : 

“The Regular Army should be increased sufficiently. to 

meet all emergencies and requirements and be kept up to 
maximum strength by enlistments that will be available 
should a proper system of universal compulsory. train- 
ing and service be required of all citizens. of suitable 
age under proper laws to be enacted by Congress.” 
_ General Barry refers to the many shortages of- cloth- 
ing, equipment, ordnance property, ete., of the National 
Guard when called out, and states that some of these 
shortages were not the fault of the National Guard, 
but of the Federal Government, which did not have 
equipment on hand at arsenals for distribution. -He-dis- 
cusses many other matters involving administration, in- 
struction, mobilization, etc. vey 
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COLONEL HARDING GOVERNOR OF CANAL. 

Lieut. Col. Chester Harding, Corps of Engineers, 
U.S.A., now acting Governor of thé Panama Canal, 
was nominated on Jan. 3, 1917,-to be Governor of :the 
Panama Canal, succeeding Major Gen. George Ws Goe- 
thals, ‘U.S.A., who was retired from the office at his 6wn 
request. Colonel Harding, who has been éngaged On 
a variety of important engineering work, was born in 
Mississippi, Dec. 31, 1866,-and is a graduate of the 
U.S.M.A., class of 1889. He was coiimissioned an ‘addi- 
tional second lieutenant in 1889; a second lieutenant in 
1890; first lieutenant, in 1895; captain, in 1898; a 
major, in 1906, reaching his present rank of lieutenant 
colonel in February, 1913. Colonel Harding graduated 
from the Engineering School of Application in 1892: 

Colonel Harding, among other duties, was assistant: to 
officer in charge of river and harbor improvements: in’ the 
Chicago district, and of improvements of the Mississippi 
River from the mouth of the Missouri River to Cairo, 
Ill. He-served in the office of the Chief of Engineers 
at Washington, and at West Point as Instructor in 
the ‘Department of Civil and Military Engineering. He 
was assistant in local charge of the Submarine Mine 
Defense of. Narragansett Bay, and. was on duty at Grand 
Rapids, Mich:, in charge of river and harbor improve- 
ments of the east shore of Lake Michigan. He was assist- 
ant to the Engineer Commissioner of the District of 
“Columbia, was supervisor: of construction of the new 
Municipal Building, :at Washington, and Instructor in 
the Department of Civil Engineering at the Engineer’s 
School at Washington Barracks. In August, 1907, he 
was ordered to duty at Gatun, C.Z., Panama, as division 
engineer and was a member of the Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission and rendered highly efficient duties in connection 
with the canal work. Colonel Harding’s service as chair- 
man of the public utilities ‘commission of the District 
of Columbia gave him valuable experience in. adminis- 
trative and judicial matters. As engineer of main- 
tenance. at the Canali Zone, Colonel Harding. was- Gov- 
ernor Goethals’. right-hand’ man and acted as governor 
of the zone during the latter’s absence. During “hiis’ ad- 
ministration as Engineer Commissioner, at Wasliington, 
which began March. 8, 1913, Colonel Harding initiated 
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and directed many important improvements for the dis- 
trict. Plans for the Central High School, to cost more 
than a million dollars; the Pennsylvania avenue and Q 
street bridges, the new municipal fish wharf and other 
improvements were prepared under his direction. | His 
most important services while on duty in. the District 
of Columbia have -been in connection with the public 
utilities commission, which he helped to organize. The 
commission, under his leadership, went elaborately into 
the conditions underlying the public service by corpora- 
tions in the District of Columbia. A successor to Colonel 
Harding in the position of engineer of maintenance on 
the canal has not yet been selected, but Lieut. Col. Jay J. 
Morrow, Corps of Engrs., now on duty in the Canal 
Zone, is most prominently mentioned for the place. 
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THE SIXTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 
SECOND SESSION. 
Congress reassembled Jan. 2 after the holiday recess. 


The Senate on Jan. 2 considered at length the Civil 
War Volunteer Officers Retired™list bill, but arrived at 
no conclusion. 


The House Committee on Naval Affairs began execu- 
tive consideration of the Naval Appropriation bill on 
Jan. 8, Chairman Padgett stating that he hopes to have 
the measure completed by Jan. 15. Congress probably 
will be asked by the Navy Department to increase the 
limit of cost for the new 35-knot scout cruisers by near- 
ly $1,000,000. Of the four ships authorized by the last 
Appropriation bill only one contract has been awarded 
under the $5,000,000 limitation. _Readvertised bids, 
opened on Jan. 3, showed only one offer for two ships, at 
$900,000 above the limit.

MILITARY COMMITTEES HEARINGS. 

Hearings before the sub-committee of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs and the House Committee 
on Military Affairs were resumed on Jan. 3, Brig. Gen. 
William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance U.S.A., appearing 
before the House Committee to give information as to 
the needs of his department and its plans. General 
Crozier told the members that European war orders were 
crowding U.S. Army contracts out of private munition 
plants, adding that he favored continuance of the prac- 
tice of fostering private plants for this reason. Most 
of the $2,000,000 provided for armored motor cars last 
session, General Crozier said, would go into the ac- 
quisition of fifty-eight of these war machines, 230 motor- 
cycles armed with machine guns and 690 eycles with 
side cars to carry riflemen. A portion of the fund 
will also go, he said, toward the manufacture of an arm- 
ored “land battle craft,” similar to the British “tanks, 
as soon as a design could be worked out. A total of 
nearly $50,000,000 will be expended on machine guns 
for the Army before 1920 under present War Depart- 
ment plans, General Crozier explained. More than 
17,000 guns will be purchased in addition to those now 
on hand. General Crozier asked, among other things, 
for removal of some ’ bar fered —_ which 
bound the operations of his department. : 

Col. tephen M. Foote, Coast Art., and Lieut. Col. 
Charles D. Rhodes, Cav., U.S.A., appeared before the 
Senate sub-committee and spoke in favor of universal 
military training legislation. Both officers agreed that 
the present volunteer system was a failure, particularly 
as to the National Guard feature. Colonel Foote pre- 
sented the plan worked: out by Col. Webb C. Hayes, of 
Ohio, that was described in the ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
NAL for Dec. 30, page 569. 
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RESULTS OF THE HAY BILL. 


Mr. Temple Bodley, an attorney of Louisville, Ky., en- 
déavors to set the Evening Post of that city right on the 
subject of the National Guard provisions of the National 
Defense Act, concerning which that paper is in great 
confusion of mind. In a long letter addressed to the Post 
Mr. Bodley reviews the history of the legislation char- 
acterized as “the Hay bill,” and says in conclusion:

“I believe you have charged that the movement for

femented by Regular Army officers for their own 
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honorable, duty-loving and duty-doing men. 
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advancement. This I believe is most unjust. I don’t 
believe we have a higher class type of men in the nation 
than the officers of the Regular Army. They are taught 
at West Point and they practice high-code morals—clean, 
Can you say 
the same of the average Congressman? 

“There are undoubtedly bad men in the Army and 
many good ones in Congress. Indeed, even the grafting 
Congressman is often in many ways a rather good sort 
of man who blinds himself into a loose belief that, in 
voting the nation’s money away for the benefit of his 
friends and the voters in his cwn district, he is not 
really doing it to feather his own nest. He would be 
horrified iff told that what he does is an indirect form of 
just graft. But it is.” 
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ARMY N.C.0. AS COLLEGE INSTRUCTORS. 


Repeated requests have come to the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL recently for information regarding the appoint- 
ment of non-commissioned officers and enlisted men, both 
from the active and retired lists, to the position of in- 
structor at educational institutions, under the provisions 
of Sec. 46, Act of Congress approved June 3, 1916. The 
following information is intended as a general answer to 
such queries: 


Provision has thus far been made for the detail of 
one hundred men from the active list and one hundred 
from the retired list, it having been estimated that the 
funds on hand were sufficient for this number. Up to 
Jan. 2, 1917, in the fifty institutions designated by the 
War Department, forty-one instructors had been named 
from the active list and thirty-six from the retired list. 
A non-commissioned officer, on active duty, who desires 
detail as instructor should make application through his 
immediate commanding officer and with the consent and 
recommendation of that officer. A form letter was sent 
out last summer from the office of The Adjutant General 
to the commanders of all departments asking a report 
on the qualification of certain specified men on the re- 
tired list in such departments. This form letter set forth 
that the instructors must: 

(a) Be temperate, intelligent and well instructed in 
their military duties. 

(b) Must have at least a common school education. 

_(c) Must be qualified temperamentally and in sol- 
dierly bearing to associate with the students and to 
properly represent the interests of the United States in 
their association with the faculty and the student body. 

.(d) Must be in such physical condition as would per- 
mit the proper performance of their duties. 

At the same time a form letter was sent to the men who 
had been recommended up to that time for positions.as 
instructors, informing them of the requirements and ask- 
ing if they desired such a detail. The men detailed as 
instructors are entitled to pay and allowances as follows: 

The Regular Army clothing allowance; commutation 
of rations at $1 per day in accordance with A.R. 1223 
(3) ; quarters and fuel as authorized in A.R. 1044; illum- 
inating supplies as authorized in A.R. 1054-1057; medi- 
cal attendance, and stationery. 

It is the purpose of those officials who have the de- 
tailing of instructors in charge eventually to name one 
instructor for every one hundred students at the selected 
institutions. It has not been possible to maintain this 
ratio up to the ; resent. 
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PHYSICAL PREPAREDNESS AN ASSET. 


Major Palmer BE. Pierce, U.S.A., made the first formal 
address at the annual conventon of the National Col- 
legiate Athletic Association in New York city, on Dec. 
28, speaking on the topic “College Athletics as Related 
to National Preparedness.” Major “Pierce in opening 
his address dwelt on the fact that “one phase of national 
preparedness has so far been given scant consideration 
in our land; namely: one of the greatest resources is a 
large number of healthy citizens.”” He continued: “Swit- 


zerland is an example of a nodern state that implicitly 
believes that a citizen sho:d keep himself in good con- 
dition. Physical preparedness is not the least of the as- 
sets of this small country, which is so surrounded by pow- 
erful military neighbors that every national resource has 
to be fully developed in order to inspire it against at- 
tack. It is considered more or less a disgrace to be 
found unfit for duty. In this little sovereignty the 
temperate, healthy open-air life produces citizens capable 
of bearing arms. 

“Nearly all the great states have adopted universal 
liability to service as an obligation of citizenship. Two 
exceptions are China-and the United States. We are 
beginning to recognize that a paid Regular Army, based 
on volunteer service, will not insure our country against 
aggression from a great modern, military power. New 
conditions require new measures and the developments 
since August, 1914, due to the great world struggle, have 
convinced many that we must look for different methods 
to secure the needed strength. 

“One of the most remarkable developments of the pres- 
ent great struggle is the enlargement of the military re- 
sources engaged therein to include practically everything 
that the nation has in the way of personnel, ammunition 
and supplies. Physical preparedness has become more 
important than ever and the percentage of available men 
capable of bearing arms is of prime importance to a 
nation struggling for existence. In the United States 
1,000,000 males yearly reach eighteen. Assuming 72 per 
cent. of this number as physically fit, 720,000 might be 
given military training, while per cent. would make 
available 540,000, a difference of 180,000 men. This 
difference might cause disaster, for it is a well-established 
principle of war that superiority of numbers should be 
sought for.’ - 

“Compulsory physical training should be introduced 
into all of our institutions of learning. I mean by this 
not a course of training that is confined to any particular 
class in these institutions nor to a certain specified 
number of periods that may be covered in a very short 
period, but a course that extends throughout the en- 
tire curriculum and is serious enough to be rated among 
the most important subjects taught. 

“How necessary some such step has become was made 
very apparent to me last summer at Plattsburg, where I 
had charge of 3,200 college students. The sight these 
young men presented when ripe for work was, to 
use the expression of an Army officer of very high rank, 
‘pathetic,’ and spoke volumes of the startling inefficiency 
of the methods employed in our colleges to train the 
bodies of our students, if any are employed at all. And 
yet these young men were drawn from institutions.that 
rank athletically—if turning out successful teams be con- 
sidered a criterion—second to none. From these obser- 
vations, and a knowledge derived from them, I am con- 
vinced that the process of regenerating our race cannot 


soon. 
ixparige has demonstrated that good hearts and 
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lungs help to make good discipline. I believe that the 
National Collegiate Athletic Association is playing a 
very important part in the physical preparedness of our 
country.. It has been stated that over fifty per cent. of 
the citizens who reach positions of influence are gradu- 
ates of some one or other of our colleges or universi- 
ties. If this be so, a great influence can be exercised 
through them. If they have been given physical training 
and imbued with the idea that a citizen ‘should keep 
himself in good condition and ready to serve his State,’ 
the effect on physical preparedness will be very great.

MOVING PICTURES AS TARGETS. 


A new device for indoor target practice, a practical and 
interesting system which makes use of motion pictures 
as targets, is being exhibited by the Animated Target 
Company of New York city. In this system the shooter 
faces moving targets photographed from real life, at vari- 
ous distances, shown in true perspective. A shooter 
aiming at a 300-yard object, for example, sees the pic 
ture as it was actually photographed at 300 yards. The 
pictures show birds, animals, troops, an individual horse- 
man, or a large number of mounted or dismounted men, 
and move as if alive. By a simple and ingenious ar- 
rangement of electric control between the machinery that 
projects the moving target and the bullet stop back of 
it, as soon as the shooter hits the moving object aimed 
at the picture stops and the bullet hole, shown by a 
light flashing behind it, is seen distinctly. It appears 
at once exactly where the shot hit and stopped the bird, 
animal or man in motion. The picture remains at rest 
long enough for the shot to be recorded, and the shooter 
to survey it, and realize the value of his shots. The 
picture then starts moving again, and all the old shot 
holes instantly disappear; the targets are ready for the 
next shot. No marking at the butts is required, as all 
the shots are automatically shown by the holes, and 
then disappear. The screen on which the pictures appear 
is of paper, and moves on rollers, there being a second 
screen of paper, in the rear of the first, which moves and 
covers the skot holes at the proper time. The bullet 
stop of steel is divided from top to bottom by horizontal 
strips, and when hit by a bullet at any point automati- 
cally stops the target. 

These moving targets mre expected to work a revolu- 
tion in indoor target practice, and certainly arouse the 
most observing ‘interest not only in the shooter, but in 
the onlooker. It is safe to say that if they were intro- 
duced in armories and elsewhere, no effort would be 
required to get men present to attend target practice. 
The task might be to keep them away. Several’ marks- 
men from the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL office tried these 
targets with other experts, and were greatly impressed 
with the interesting possibilities of this new device. 
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PRAISE FOR THE MARINE CORPS.

have been on duty there. The Marines have literally 
taught the Haitians how to live decently. Before their 
coming sanitation, save in the crudest and most unsatis- 
factory forms, was unknown; fevers and epidemics were 
as plentiful as revolutions, a press gang was in vogue 
and the country was the victim of continuous uprisings 
engineered by political scoundrels, each of whom ravaged 
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the customs money drawer as each in turn came into

civilization so changed Haiti, that after they had been 
there four months when I went on my visitation 
to the island I hardly knew it to be the same spot. It 
had been ‘improved beyond my wildest hopes. Sanitary 
systems had been installed, the towns had been cleaned 
up, former idlers and revolutionists were working hap- 
pily for living wages and a mew spirit was animating 
the peopie. The U.S, Marines quietly were at their tasks 
as reconstructors of a nation and efficient guardians 
of the Monroe doctrine and makers of the Amer- 
icas.

NEXT FIVE YEARS OF THE NAVY. 


The World’s Work for January publishes an article 
by Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.N., entitled, “The 
Next Five Years of the Navy.” It is so profusely illus- 
trated that nearly two-thirds of the twenty pages of the 
magazine occupied by the article are handsome photo- 
engravings showing life in the Navy. Among the illus- 
trations is a full length portrait of the Admiral. Here 
are significant extracts from the article: “The United 
States ought to have started to prepare for possible war 
many years ago, but it did it start early enough to 
permit our proceeding at a normal rate of speed; with 
the result that, haying awakened suddenly to a realiza- 
tion that war with some great Power or Powers is pos- 
sible, we find that we have to hasten toward prepared- 


ness at the greatest speed that we can attain. This is 
unfortunate. Te have to do things in a hurry is_always 
unfortunate; one is apt to make mistakes, and to over- 
look important things. It has been said by many — 
of importance that there is no danger of the United 
States being drawn into war with any nation or nations 
now fighting in Europe, because those nations will be 
too exhausted in men and money to be able to do any 
more fighting. This idea seems good at first thought; 
but the people who hold it forget that the nations now 
fighting are fighting with armies, and that they would not 
need armies to fight us, but only navies. And they for- 
get, too, that the war will probably end with their navies 
at least as formidable as they were; that the expense of 
sending any fleet or fleets across the Atlantic would not 
be very much greater than that of maintaining them 
where they are; that the risk of sending a very large 
force against us would not be great, especially if an at- 
tack were simultaneously threatened on our Pacific coast ; 
and that the amount of indemnity that could be exacted 
and collected would be so great, and the ‘security’ or 
ehance of success so good, as to make the enterprise a 
f~ business venture. If actual invasion by troops would 

necessary, the venture would be more difficult and 
expensive, but not so difficult and expensive as the 
pacifists declare. 

“The ultimate aim of a navy in peace is to be abso- 
lutely ready when war breaks out. In our case we should 
have two weeks after the sailing of a European fleet in 
which to get ready. If our Atlantic Fleet (that is, the 
fleet that is actually in commission in active service) 
contains all the ships that we intend to use, two weeks 
is enough time in which to make all the final preparations. 
But the active fleet is only a part—though the most 
important part—-of the total navy and the commissioning 
ef the ships not in the active fleet—that is, the commis- 
Gonins of the ships kept in reserve, and of ships pur- 

ased from the merchant service—and the necessary ex- 
pansion of the shore stations to a war basis will take an 
amount of time that depends wholly un the amount of 
preparation for these tasks that has been accomplished. 
A great part of the preparation is the preparation of 
good plans; plans that are based on a correct estimate 
of the situation, and developed in sufficient detail. Plans 
are not all, however; plans are merely plans, and they 
are valueless unless there exist means to carry them out. 
No matter how many plans we may have for preparing 
the Navy, these plans will be of no avail if we do not 
have the material and the trained sonnel ready that 
the plans prescribe. The main difficulties of the naval 
problems of the next five years will be almost wholly 
professional. 

“The last Congress appropriated for so many new craft, 
and showed such a sudden realization of the need for 
more officers and enlisted men, that the main difficulty 
will not be (as it often has been) in wringing sufficient 
appropriations from a pacifist congress; but will be, fist, 
in expanding the Navy, and keeping it in efficient fighting 
condition all the time, and, secondly, in advising Con- 
gress professionally as to what will be needed in men 
and material from time to time. The fact that Congress 
directed the enlargemert of the scope of the Office of 
Chief of Naval Operations, so as te make it as good as a 
general staff, and the increased attention given by the 
House and Senate Naval Committees to the professional 

ions of naval officers in preparing their recommenda- 
tions to Congress indicate that the thoughtless system, 
or rather lack of system, which endured for so many 
years, is at last to give place to the system that other 
mavies use; and that the opinions of professional ex- 
perts are to be given much more weight than they have 
been given heretofore by Congress.” 
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INCREASED PAY FOR NAVY YARD EMPLOYEES. 
Official recognition of the extraordinary conditions 
prevailing in the labor markets all over the country 
was shown in the announcement on Jan. 4, by the Navy 
Department, of material increases in rates of pay to 
mavy yard employees. The number of classes effected 
ranged from ninety-four at Philadelphia to thirty-five at 
Newport, and the Indian Head Proving and 
Depot. The official lists given out showed that the 
ether navy yards were effected as follows: 
Portsmouth, 74 classes increased; Charleston, 54;

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BIDS FOR BIG NAVY PROJECTILES. 


Popular belief that the arms and ammunition factories 
of Great Britain were pushed to the utmost of their ca- 
pacity to provide for the needs of the British expeditionary 
forces received a decided jolt on Jan. 3, when the Bureau 
of Ordnance of the Navy Department opened proposal 
for furnishing the United States Navy with 16-inch 
armor-piercing, 14-inch armer-piercing and 14-inch “Class 
B” projectiles. In both sizes of the armor-piercing pro- 
jectiles, Hadfields Limited, of Sheffield, England, was the 
lowest bidder, the proposal of that concern for the 16- 
inch shell being $513 each against $750 of the next lowest 
bidder, an American company; and for the 14-inch size 
$356 each, as compared with $500, the lowest bid of their 
American competitors. 

Five com ies were represented in the proposals re- 

i for armor-piercing projectiles. Im the case of 
the 16-inch shell, there are no past bids for coraparison, 
this being the first time proposals have been asked. in 
1912, however. the 14-inch armor ing shell was sup- 
plied at $490 each; in January, 1914, at $315 each; im 
October, 1914, at $415 each; in July, 1915, at $410 each ; 
and in October, 1916, at $492 each. It will be noted that 
with the exception of one instance, Hadfields Limited’s 
most recent bid is the lowest yet made for this class of 
shell. The Bethlehem Steel Company, the only bidder 
for the “Class B” ammunition, proposed to deliver 900 
-~ te mma months at $356 each. The other bids 
ollow : 

For the 16-inch projectiles: Bethlehem Steel Co., 4,000 
in 36 months at $775 each; Crucible Steel Co., 1,700 in 
36 months at $768.50 each; Midvale Steel Co., 1,000 in 
24 months at $900 each; Washington Steel and Ordnance 
Co., 2,500 in 32 months at $750 each; Hadfields Limited, 
3,000 in 16 months at $513 each. 

For the 14-inch projectiles: Crucible Steel Co., 2,000 
in 42 months at $543.50 each; Midvale Steel Co., 5,600 in 
30 months at $550 each; Washington Steel and Ordnance 
Co., 1,000 in 22 months at $500 each; Hadfields Limited, 
4,500 in 11 months at $356 each. 
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SCOUT CRUISER BIDS OPENED. 


Indications are that the Navy Department will ask 
Congress to increase the limit of cost ($5,000,000) for 
the new 35-knot scout cruisers authorized under the Act 
of Aug. 29, 1916. Of the four. such vessels authorized 
only one has been contracted for, the successful bidder 
in that case being the Seattle Construction and Drydoek 
Company, whose proposai*came within $25,000 of the 
limit. When the re-advertised bids were opened in Wash- 
ington on Jan. 3, only the Fore River Shipbuilding Cor- 
poration of Quincy, Mass., submitted estimates; all of 
which were far in excess of the maximum allowed. Under 
the circumstances, the Navy Department has only two 
possibilities, to change materially the specifications, er to 
secure from Congress additional funds for the vessels. 
It can be said with assurance that there is no tendency 
in the Department to alter the specifications in the least 
degree. The Fore River Shipbuilding Company’s bids 
on Jan. 3 were as follows: : 

Class 1—from Department's design; Class 2—hull and 
equipment of Department's design; but machinery of 
bidder’s design. 

Proposal “A”—Class 1: 1 vessel, 90,000 shaft H.P., 
49 months, $5,900,000; 2 vessels, 90,000 shaft, H.P., 1 
within 40 months, and other within 42- months, $5,- 
$25,000 each. Both vessels to be constructed at Quincy, 
Mass., subject to certain conditions specified by com- 
pany, and medified form of contract required. 

Proposal “B”—Class 1: 1 vessel, 90,000 shaft H.P.., 
40 months; 2 vessels, 90,000 shaft H.P., 1 within 40 
months, and ether within 42 months—for actual cost of 
material and labor plus fixed per cent. to be agreed upon. 
Conditions same as specified under Preposal “A.” 














Officials of the three shipbuilding eompanies which 
submitted proposals to construct battle cruisers virtually 


have reached an agreement with the Navy Department 
on a form of contract to govern the building of these 
vessels on a cost and percentage basis. Present indica- 
tions are that the awards will be made this month, the 
Newport News Shipbuilding and Drydock Company, the 
Fore River Shipbuilding Company, of Quincy, Mass.; the 
Union Iron Werks of San Francisco, and probably Wil- 
liam Cramp & Sons of Philadelphia getting contracts 
for one battle cruiser each. Secretary Daniels has deter- 
mined te equip the Philadelphia Navy Yard for battle 
cruiser construction, but that will take at least a year.

He has had many 
important duties since then, particularly along the lines 
of developing new naval stations. He did much of the 
pioneer work at the naval stations, New Orleans, Charles- 
ton, S.C., and Pi Harbor, Hawaii. His experience 
in road const: rbor improvements and sanitary 
engineering w: ticularly fits him for the task in 
Haiti.

During the first nine months of 1916 there were 5,082 
applicants for enlistment in the Marine Corps Recruit- 
ing District of New York, and but 167 were accepted 
for enlistment.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS, 


The United States coast defense submarine N-1 was 
launched at Seattle, Washington, Dec. 30, 1916. 


The U.S.S. Oklahoma, now at Norfolk, has been 
directed to proceed to Tompkinsville, N.Y., to arrive on 
the morning of Jan. 8. 

The U.S.8. Arizona is undergoing repairs to her engines 
at the navy yard, New York. She may be at the yard, 
it is said, for at least two months. 

An examination of graduates of distinguished coli- 
leges for appointment as second lieutenants in the 
United States Marine Corps will be held on Jan. 28. 
It had been intended originally to hold this examina- 
tion en Jan. 9, but it was found necessary to postpone 
it. 

To meet the conditions resulting from the inadequate 
supply of water at the naval station,-Tutuila, Samoa, it 
is propesed to impound in a reservoir the water from 
three waterfalls about 1,500 feet distant from the naval 
station and at an elevation of 289 feet. The power thus 
obtained can also be used to obtain electric current for 
the station. 

Speed trials of the U.S. torpefoboat destroyer Allen 
were held on the Rockland, Me., course, Dec. 29, 1916. 
The destroyer averaged 31.18 knots an hour in her five 
high-speed runs, making one mile at the rate of 31.5 
knots. A speed of thirty knots was required by the 
contract. The Allen on Dec. 30 completed her builders’ 
acceptance trials and returned to Bath, Me. The Navy 
trial board stated that all the tests had been successful. 
The final trial was a four-hour run on which an average 
speed of 30.20 knots was maintained. . 

The estimates for the new marine barracks at Peking, 
China, include the laundry and machinery, the whole to 
cost $62,000. These and other improvements are re- 
quired for the benefit of the Legation Guard, whose tour 
of duty in China is expected to extend indefinitely. In 
view of the presence of military representatives of 
other Powers at Peking, it will not do for our Govern- 
ment to make a display of shabby gentility. 

The Navy Department has disapproved a recommenda- 
tion of the chief surgeon of the Asiatic Fleet that fam- 
ilies of officers and enlisted men in the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps be admitted to the naval hospitals. The fund 
provided for the naval hospitals is a trust fund under 
the control of the Secretary of the Navy, and is not 
provided for by —— appropriation. It is 
considered, therefore, that only in the case of extreme 
emergency can these hospitals be used for the benefit of 
anyone other than the members of the naval personnel. 
Aside from this, the nursing organization is not 
equipped to provide for any but male patients. 

Their desire to give the New Year a too bgisterous 
greeting may result in serious trouble for certain mem- 
bers of the crews of warships now at the Washington 
Navy Yard. blasts from several sirens at 
midnight on Dec. 31 resulted in the discovery that the 
whi had been “tied down.”

for the Yuletide of the battleships, each division striving to 
outda the other. The. 3d, 5th and 7th Divisions, on the 
Florida, scored higher than the others and the elaborate deco- 
rations were so unique and artistic they have been preserved 
for all sightseers who come on board. -The 3d Division had a 
wonderful tree, at the base of which was a pond and a water- 
wheel driven by electricity, the revolutions of which caused a 
flock of ducks to swim around and around. The 5th and 7th 
Divisions also had a beautiful tree elaborately trimmed and 
brilliantly illuminated; under it is a lighthouse which flashes 
light at stated periods; also there are models showing, by 
comparison, the relative sizes and types of vessels in the 
Navy in 1898 with those of to-day. The Delaware, Oklahoma, 
Louisiana, Utah and Nevada also had elaborate trees and 
decorations, and altogether there was the true Christmas spirit 
all over the yard, as many of the children had trees in their 
homes and open house was generally kept. In addition to 
the decorations on the Florida is a wonderful fruit cake rep- 
resenting a model of the Florida, weighing 560 pounds; the 
hull is in the war color and the port-holes and masts in pink 
icing; it is five feet nine inches long, eighteen inches wide 
and twenty-eight imehes high, and expert electrical wiring 
makes it possible to display searchlights, radio signals and 
even blaze from the muzzle of the guns at the signal to fire, 
the latter effect being made with tiny electric bulbs in_ the 
muzzle of each gun. This work of art was made by Chief 
Comsy.

COAST GUARD NOTES. 


The Coast Guard cutter Hudson kicked up some queer anties 
while attempting to get along side the French steamer Espagne 
at New York on Jan. 3, 1917. According to an account in 
the New York Herald, the Hudson made six attempts, but did 
not make fast until she had carried away her flagstaff, was 
almost in collision with the mail boat Postmaster General, and 





- had kept the crew of the Espagne running from one side of 


the vessel to the other to get her lines on board. With Axel 
Foss, senior master’s mate, at the wheel, the Hudson went 
down the bay to Quarantine to meet the Espagne in the usual 
manner. The cutter was at first on the windward side of the 
steamship. Carried by wind and tide she fetched up stern 
first against the Espagne. The flagstaff on the cutter’s taff- 
rail, from which the national ensign was flying, went by the 
board. A deckhand managed to retrieve it and the cutter, 
drifting past the Espagne’s stern, tried again, this time to 
leeward. Once more she failed, and went back to the wind- 
ward side. This jockeying was kept up until the mail boat 
Postmaster General, which had been taking mail bags on beard, 
cast off from the steamship, The Hudson drifted down upon 
her, still making sternway. The mail boat avoided a_ col- 
lision, and the Hudson, dodging the Espagne’s anchor chain, 
crawled about to leeway of the Espagne. ‘This time she man- 
aged to make it, and customs men and reporters went scrambling 
up the ladder. 

While the Coast Guard cutter Seneca was anchored off 
Tompkinsville, Staten Island, N.Y., on Jan. 3, the freight steam- 
ship Minneapolis, also at anchor off Tompkinsville, waiting 
for a berth at Brooklyn, was moved by a gale, and, dragging 
her anchors, hit the Seneca, tearing away several plates of 
the latter's bow. As soon as the Seneca could lift anchor 
she made fast to the Minrieapolis, towing her back into a 
better anchorage ground. The Seneca will have to go under 
repair for a week to have her plates repaired. 

The steamer bound for New York from Portland, Me., has 
been reported safe at Block Island. This steamer was so long 
overdue that cutters along the New England coast were asked 
to keep a sharp lookout for her. 

The McCulloch is at the navy yard at San Francisco getting 
estimates on repairs, preparatory to accompanying the salvage 
expeditions that are to start work on the H-3.

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NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


The military parade in Albany, N.Y., Jan. 1, 1917, incident 
to the inauguration of Governor Whitman, was one of the best 
witnessed there in many years, and the event was a great 
success. The parade was under command of Brig. Gen. George 
R. Dyer, ist Brigade, N.Y., with Col. Chauncey P. Williams 
as chief of staff. The 10th Infantry, from Albany and other 
towns along the Hudson River, led, followed by the 2d In- 
fantry, from Troy and vicinity; the 13th Coast Defense’ Com- 
mand; the detachment of Naval Militia and the New York 
police band made up the parading col » while Company F, 
ef the 7th Infantry, acted as the Governor’s personal escort. 
A section of the ist Field Artillery fired the salute. In ad- 
dition to the staffs of Governor Whitman and Governor Mc- 
Call, of Massachusetts, Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan and 
Commo. Robert P. Forshew, commanders of the land and naval 
forces of the state, with their staff officers, also were present. 
The ceremonies of the day came to an end with a brilliant 
ball in the armory of the 10th Infantry in aid of Albany’s 
charities. Governor Whitman, during his address, said con- 
cerning the Militia: ‘‘The record made by the New York 
troops on the border is one of which every New Yorker may 
be proud. They are paid by the Federal Government fifty 
cents a day. I believe that the state of New York is under a 
moral obligation to pay to those men the additional amount, 
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making up to them the $1.25 they would haye received under 
the law were they called out in their own state. I realize 
that the amount involved, over $2,000,000, will add to the 
- burden of taxation, but I think that the loss to the individual 
taxpayer will be very small compared to the loss which the 
individual soldier has been called upon to suffer because he 
was a member ci the Nationa! Guard of the state of New 
York. This, of «.urse, is a matter of policy to be determined 
by the Legislature. I believe, and I have demonstrated my 
belief, in military training for all boys of New York. I 
believe that it should be compulsory. I think our grow- 
ing youth should be disciplined and trained, to the 
end that the manhood of our people may be relied upon in 
any emergency to vindicate our honor, defend our rights and 
protect our land.’’ Governor Whitman has reappointed Brig. 
Gen. Louis W. Stotesbury as The Adjutant General, which is 
a tribute to the efficient administration of General Stotesbury 
and is a great satisfaction to the National Guard. 

The annual armory Federal inspection of the National Guard 
of Connecticut begins Jan. 8 at Danielson and Norwich. 
*‘Commanding officers,’’ says’ Adjutant General Cole, ‘‘will 
see that arrangements are made to have every member of 
their organization present for inspection. Failure to do this 
materially affects the efficiency of the company and the organi- 
zation of which it is a part. Every absentee decreases the 
allotment to the state of United States appropriations. An 
inspection is the one time when every man belonging to an 
organization must be present. Absentees will be fined in 
every case_as provided in Sec. 3044, Militia law. Excuses 
will be granted upon medical officer’s certificate only.’’ 

Col. Cornelius Vanderbilt, 22d Engineers, and Lieut. Walter 
D. Seligman, of the 9th Coast Defense Command, N.G.N.Y., 
on the recommendation of General O’Ryan, have been ap- 
pointed aids.on the Governor’s military staff. Colonel Van- 
derbilt succeeds Lieut, Col. Reginald L. Foster, of the_12th 
Infantry, and Lieutenant Seligman succeeds Lieut. John F. 
Daniell, of the 7th Infantry. 

Col. John H. Foote, 14th Inf., N.G.N.Y., has been appointed 
brigadier general, to succeed Brig. Gen. John G. Eddy, 2d 
Brigade, who was retired for age some months ago. General 
Foote, who was the senior colonel in the 2d Brigade, and the 
third senior colonel in the state, was born in New York on 
July 10, 1866. He first joined the military as a private in 
the 14th Infantry Feb. 11, 1885, and has served ‘continuously 
in the regiment ever since. He was promoted Q.M. sergeant, 
first sergeant, sergeant major, first lieutenant and adjutant, 
captain, major, lieutenant colonel and reached the grade of 
colonel in 1906. During the war with Spain General Foote 
served as a captain in the 14th N.Y. Volunteers. He has also 
served as an aid to the Governor, and was awarded the brevet 
of brigadier general on Feb. 11, 1910, for faithful service of 
over twenty-five years. General Foote, who-has been acting 
brigade commander since shortly after the return of the regi- 
ment from the Mexican border, is known as a very competent 
officer. 

A resolution expressing appreciation for patriotic service 
rendered by the Texas Guardsmen, with special reference to 
Companies A, C and D, of San Antonio, unanimously was 
adopted at a meeting of the City Commissioners on Dec. 21, 
1916. The resolution was the first order of business and 
met with the hearty approval of all the commissioners. 

Adjt. Gen. Maurice Thompson of Washington announces the 
revocation of the instructions contained in Par. 5, G.O. 37, 
A.G.O., 1916, relative to the taking up of all clothing which 
was in the possession of enlisted men of the 2d Infantry 
at the time that regiment was mustered out of the Federal 
service. “The War Department,’’ says General Thompson, “has 
sustained: the contention of this. office that the ruling of the 
Judge Advocate General in reference could not be made retro- 
active, and therefore did not affect enlisted men of organiza- 
tions: mustered out. of the Federal service prior to Oct. 21, 
1916. The enlisted men concerned will be informed by their 
organization commanders that the instructions heretofore issued 
with respect te clothing in their possession at the time of 
their muster out of the Federal service have been rescinded, 
and that such clothing is their personal property. Such en- 
listted men should be urged, however, to utilize such clothing 
for military purposes to the greatest possible extent.” 





I8TH COAST ARTILLERY, N.Y.—COL. SYDNEY GRANT. 

In reviewing the 13th Coast Defense Command, N.G.N.Y., 
under Col. Sydney Grant, at its armory on the night of Dec. 
29, Hon. William M. Calder, United States Senator, of New 
York, put himself on record as being among the level-headed 
men who stand for compulsory military training. Senator 
Qalder made himself clear on this point in a speech to the 
officers of the 13th and their special guests at the conclusion 
ef the military exercises. Mr. Calder, after paying a just 
tribute to the officers and men of the 13th for the exhibitions 
ef the evening, which were of high order, and after praising 
the enthusiasm and progress of the command in its military 
work, said, in part: 

‘*T am one of those men who. believe that every single citi- 


zen owes some obligation to the United States, and that in 
eur young manhood the least that we can do is to give part 
of cur time in physical and military training, so that in case 
the country needs us we may be ready for service. I am 
strongly in favor of training the young men of the United 
States. Those who have given some study to the condition 
of the English people at the outbreak of the European war 
are convinced that the only safeguard for permanent peace is 
preparation to meet attack. 

**Do you know that we are to-day short 10,000 men to man 





the vessels we already have in commission, and that despite 
the recent autherized increase in the Regular Army the num- 
ber of our soldiers exceeds to-day by only 1,400 the mumber 
that were in the Service previous to the enactment of the 
Hay Army bill, 

“*Can one imagine a man enlisting to-day in the Regular 
Army as private for four years’ active duty and three years 
im the reserve with. a pay of but $15 a month! A change in 
the law permitting the men to enlist for one year would at- 
traet. the best of our boys; but the present system will not 
bring results unless fhe pay of the private soldier is greatly 
increased. The only thing left to do, in my judgment, is: to 
compel: every able-bodied young man to spend some part of his 
time in preparation, so that when the country needs him he 
will be able to render real service. I will not agree that the 
National Guard has outlived its usefulness, or that it is not 
a really effective arm of the Service. It will be maintained, 
in my judgment, as a reserve and as a state organization as 
it has in the past, but it will not be the sole reserve.’’ 

The Hon. O. E. Swift and A. J. Gilchrist, who followed 
Senator Calder, also spoke for universal military training, and 
Chaplain Boynton voiced the same sentiments. 

The command, under Colonel Grant, paraded in service uni- 
form and, with its large turnout, made a solid and business- 
like appearance, A Coast Artillery command is not expected 
to excel particularly in Infantry movements, yet in a regi- 
mental drill Colonel Grant put the organization through evo- 
lutions that would have vied with the best. In this avoiding 
the long-winded march in column of squads which many com- 
mandants think necessary, Colonel Grant made ten different 
regimental formations in the short space of about twelve min- 
utes. These from line of masses were: Close column on first 
battalion; line of masses in column of squads; close column 
of companies, right front into line of battalions: close column 
of battalions; column of companies; line of battalions in col- 
umn of squads; an advance and change of front to the left; 
line of masses and dismissal. Then followed the review by 
Senator Calder, after which a company from the Boys’ High 
School, of sixteen files, executed a surprisingly good drill. 
These boys have only been instructed some two months by 
Sergt. J. D. Humphrey, of the 13th, who has certainly proved 
himself a most competent drillmaster. The boys performed 
both close and extended order movements and physical exer- 
cises, and the manual of arms was highly finished. 

The evening parade was under command of Lieut. Col. 
Bryer H. Pendry, after which medals for long and faithful 
Service were presented to Chief Musician E. P. Baldwin for 
fifteen years, and to Drum Major Louis Straub for ten years. 
During the Artillery practice with dummy projectiles so many 
bull’s-eyes were made by the 4th Company, under Captain 
Aikman, with the 8-inch gun, and by the 5th Company, Cap- 
tain Comstock, with the 12-inch mortar, that they became 
almost monotonous. 

Among other special guests were Commodore Forshew and 
Lieutenant Dickinson, Naval Militia; Majot W. Force and 
Capt. J. P. Hopkins,-U.S.A.; Cel. W. I. Taylor, Major C. W. 
Smith and Capts. J. J. Cowdrey and M. G. Stockbridge, 
N.G.N.Y. The usual large crowd filled the drill hall, which 
was handsomely decorated, and there was. dancing.

diers who have been dropped as deserters. Better segregation 
of prisoners will be possible, more fully preventing association 
of such as are guilty of military offenses only with those whose 
offenses involve moral turpitude. It is believed it will elimi- 


nate long confinement in post guard houses before trial, re- . 


turn many men -to their organizations, and weed out those 
who are unfitted and a source of annoyance and contamination 
to the better class of men in the service.

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WITH THE TROOPS ON THE BORDER. 


Fort Bliss, Texas, Dec. 80, 1916. 

The 31st Michigan Infantry, under command of Col. Walter 
Barlow, will leave to-morrow for Detroit to be mustered out. 

The 300 recruits who arrived at the garrison Monday after- 
noon were placed in quarantine on the parade ground, as 
several of their number had measles, to which they were ex- 
posed before leaving New York. The terrific windstorm that 
swept over the country almost all day Christmas day blew down 
tents in a number of the camps and made the day a most un- 
pleasant one, despite the fact that the dinner was a good one, 
though in many cases sprinkled with sand as it passed from 
the cook tent to the mess tent. The bands played Christmas 
carols at reveille and through the day when it was possible, 
and the most unique as well as the most trying Christmas day 
in the history of the present army of the United States passed 
into history.

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PHILIPPINE CONSTABULARY COMMENDED. 

Col. Peter E. Traub, Cay., U.S.A., Assistant Chief of 
Philippine Constabulary and district chief in the Island 
of Mindanao, where the last outlaw band in the Suban- 
gan-Pidatan section has been put out of business, has 
issued an interesting general order commending the ofli- 
cers and men under him for their successful work. In 
the G.O., which is dated Oct. 23, 1916, Colonel Traub 
says: 





The District Chief announces in general orders the success- 
ful conciusion of the Subangan-Pidatan operations. undertaken 
by the Mindanao Constabulary against the outlaw bands that 
had for years infested the remote regions of the provinces 
of Lanao, Cotabato and a part of Bukidnon in central Min- 
danao. 

In January, 1916, a difficult situation confronted us. An 
immense, unexplored plateau and mountain region, over 3,000 
square miles in extent, known as the Subangan-Pidatan sec- 
tion and covered in great part by almost trackless forests, had 
been penetrated in times past by only a few patrols and recon- 
noitering parties. This section of central Mindanao contained 
the haunts and clearings of seven numerous outlaw bands and 
their sympathizers, who believed themselves, in various pre- 
pared positions, secure against attack. Six Scout deserters 
with modern Springfield rifles had joined them, terrorizing the 
adjacent lowlands, attacking our patrols and murdering a 
road foreman. The peacefully inclined inhabitants in the lake 
region had been thoroughly intimidated and forced by the 
armed outlaws to pay tribute and help them maintain an 
independent and lawless existence in their fastnesses. The 
situation called for prompt correction, but with our limited 
Constabulary forces and funds this could not be undertaken 
until the pressing Sulu problem had been definitely and finally 
disposed of. 

Active operations against these outlaws began in April, 1916, 
involving one company of Bukidnon Constabulary and_ the 
greater part of the Constabulary of Lanao and Cotabato—400 
officers and men—all of whom had to be supplied through 
native cargador hire. 

In the short space of three months, or by the first week in 
July, 1916, through the brilliant work of the officer selected 
to command the central camp in the heart of the affected 
region and through the superb co-operation of the senior in- 
spectors of Lanao and Cotabato, the Constabulary forces en- 
gaged had secured the presentation, capture or surrender of 
over 500 lawless people, including four of the Scout deserters 
with their Springfield rifles, and the six armed bands of out- 
laws led by Adam, Umar, Kadayun, Maasid, Amai Djimbungan 
and Ampuan Agaus. The seventh and last band, including 
the two remaining Scout deserters with their rifles, has just 
been accounted for by death or surrender. All told, 130 fire- 
arms, many of them high-power rifles, have been captured or 
surrendered, and over 3,000 square miles of territory. rich 
in forest and agricultural land, have been brought for the 
first time under law. and order. One lone outlaw, Ampuan, 
and his gun remain unaccounted for; he is either dead or in 
hiding, shorn of his people, his power and his evil influence. 

During these operations the Constabulary had one officer 
and two enlisted men wounded, and the lawless element suffered 
a loss of about fifteen in killed and wounded, thus testifying 
to the humane character of the operations that accomplished 
such remarkable results. 

It is a fact worthy of notice and peculiar to these opera- 
tions that as a result of negotiations on our part outlaw lead- 
ers sent their women and children in to us for protection. 
From the beginning wise and persistent efforts gradually brought 
the half-hearted and intimidated datus of the lowlands over 
to the side of government and forced them to realize, as they 
all did at last, that our purposes were beneficent and for the 
protection, betterment and uplift of their people. This was 
the beginning of the end for the lawless element in the hills. 
The Constabulary never struck unless and until struck at. 
They bore with equanimity every hardship and privation and 
did their full duty in an enthusiastic manner worthy of the 
highest praise. 

The important counsel and help of all kinds constantly 


given by the Department Governor and the provincial governors 
of Lanao and Cotabato have been marked factors in the suc- 
cessful outcome of our efforts and grateful acknowledgment 
thereof is hereby made lest one of the main underlying causes 
of the speedy accomplishment of our task be forgotten. 
Central Mindanao is now at peace and life and property 
there are respected and secure. Once again, as in the case 
of the Sulu archipelago, the Constabulary have prepared the 
way for the bureaus of education, health, public works and 
other utilities, and are now joining hands with their co- 
workers in those bureaus for the welfare of the people and 
development of the country so recently brought under control. 
The 100-mile horseback trail and telephone line from Tampa- 
ran, Lanao, to Fort Pikit, Cotabato, is nearing completion; a 
dispensary, hospital and agricultural school are being provided 
at the half-way point, and already in the heart of central Min- 
danao hundreds of sons of formerly lawless people stand ready 
by eager consent of their now law-abiding fathers to go to 
school and learn to be useful citizens. 
The Constabulary of Lanao, Cotabato and Bukidnon have 
every reason to be justly proud of their forward-looking work. 
This general order will be read at parade by each company 
commander in this district on the day of receipt thereof.

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CHRISTMAS FESTIVITIES. 


The great Christmas celebration planned for the U.S. 
troops in Mexico, under Major General Pershing, for 
which elaborate arrangements had been made, was 
spoiled by a terrific gale, which blew down shacks and 
tents and extinguished fires. The gale was preceded by a 
perfect avalanche of dust. With the greatest zest, 
a great Christmas tree had been prepared, and the 
program settled for the finest Christmas celebration 
the U.S. Army has ever held outside of the United 
States. Organizations were relieved of all except neces- 
sary guard work, beginning with Dec. 23, so that the 
expedition would have three days of freeedom from 
duty. ‘Thousands of presents from the Red Cross and 
anonymous senders arrived, and no soldier in the ex- 
pedition was to be overlooked at the distribution of gifts. 
Details were chosen from various regiments to decorate 
the Christmas tree, and wtwenty-four members of the 
24th Infantry were assigned to the task of barbecuing 
two beeves. A chorus of 400 was to sing carols and 
patriotic songs. The pine tree that was to be illumi- 
nated for the celebration, with the flagpole at its top, 
extended eighty-five feet into the air. The tree was 
brought thirty-five miles from a virgin forest west 
of the camp by motor trucks, eighteen of which were 
used to carry Christmas greens to camp. The principal 
present arranged for each of the 7,500 men was one 
of the comfort bags the various chapters of the Red 
Cross had sent. ‘To this were added a few of the 41,000 
cigars and some of the 11,000 pounds of candy and other 
dainties that had been received. The presents were dis- 
tributed, but not with the ceremony planned.
